_ With the Grim Reaper. 


WONDERFUL SIGNS OF IMPROVEMENT 
SHOWN BY THE OLD SOLDIER. 


At 2 O’Clock the General Rises From His 
Bed and Walks Across the Room— 
The Doctors Not Hopeful, However, 
and Now Have ‘Fears of Pneumonia— 
Scenes at the House. 


New York, Feb. 12.—Gen. Wm. Tecumseh 
Sherman, forthe first time in his eventful 
life, is on the retreat. Hislast march is be- 
gun. The gallant old soldier is heroically 
battling with the grim warrior who knows 
not defeat; at times recoiling, then advanc- 
ing withthe sublime courage of the leader 
wont to conquer, but gradually and inevyita- 
bly yielding to his enemy’s superior prowess. 
The coign of vantage is never regained. 
Slowly but surely the victor of many a well- 
fought battle is being driven back to the last 
trench. His base of supplies—strength and 
vitality—is cut off, and annihilation is de- 
ferred but fora little while. Thelights and 
the flitting shadows in the death 
chamber ofthe old warrior were carefully 
watched during the entire night by a score of 
newspaper menand every bulletin issued by 
Drs. Alexander and Janeway was quickly 
wired all over the continent. During the 
night Rev. Father Taylor of the Church of the 
Blessed Sacrament was called to the bedside 
of the dying General, and he remained there 
until about 8o’clock. About 1:30 a messenger 
rushed up out of the house tothe telegraph 
office witha message for Senator Sherman, 
calling him instantly to the bedside of his 
brother. He arrived in a carriage at 2:30, and 
considerable movement was then noticed in 
the General’s bed room. Aftera short while, 
however, the light was turned down 
and the announcement was made that though 
nochange had taken place inthe General’s 
coniition he was, however, sinking rapidly. 
Two policemen were on duty outside and 
everything waskept as quiet as possible in 
the neighborhood. The electric bell was re- 
moved from the door,so that its jingling 
would not disturb the rest of the sick 
man, and instructions were given not to ad- 
mit anyone except relatives and personal 
friends. 

A QUESTION OF A FEW HOURS. 

The next bulletin was given out at 4:45. It 
said that death was only a question ofa 
few hours, and it was signed by Dr. Alexan- 
der, Simultaneously with this camea dis- 
patch from P. Tecumseh Sherman, the Gen- 
eral’s son, and it was addressed to 
President Harrison, informing him 
that death was momentarily expected. 
From then on the house remained in compar- 
ative darkness, and at 7 o’clock nota soul had 
either entered or left. The solitary police- 
man silently paced in front of the residence, 
occassionally answering the queries of the 
passers by with the sterotyped answer, 
**Sinking rapidly.’’ When the early morning 
Wagons came rattling down the street, a 
wave ofthe hand from the officer on duty 
caused them to slacken their pace and they 
crept by in silence, avoiding that noise of 
wheels onthe pavement so disagreeable to 
sick persons. Duringthe night messages of 
sympathy were received fromthe President, 
the members of the Cabinet and many of the 
General’s old friends in the army, 

The scenes about Gen. Sherman’s residence 
this morning strongly suggested those of six 
years ago, when the death of Gen. 
Grant was momentarily expected. The news- 
papers of New York and Brooklyn were fepre- 
sented, some having two or three repofters 
present. Onthe street corners were groups 
of men waiting, apparently to get the 
latest information from the sick room. 
Conversation was carried on ina whisper for 
fear of disturbing the dying warrior, though 
half a block removed from his bedside. 

At 2 o’clock this afternoon Gen. Horatio C. 
King left Gen. Sherman’s house. He said 
that a few minutes before he left 
the sick chamber Gen. Sherman showed 
signs ofimprovement. The patient, he said, 
had arisen from his bed, and walking across 
the floor, sat down in a chair. The 
physicians regarded this as a very 
hopeful indication. They do not now fear 
the erysipelas so much. Thechief fear is ot 
pneumonia, because of the accumulation of 
mucous in the General’s lungs. 

SENATOR SHERMAN’S TELEGRAM. 

At 1 o’clock this afternoon this dispatch 
was sent to the President:

The improvement of Gen. Sherman at 1 0’clock to- 
Gay justifies a faint hope of his recovery. 

JOHN SHERMAN, 
HOPES OF RECOVERY. 

8 p. m.—Gen. Sherman’s condition at this 
hour is reported to be so much improved as 
to give good hopes for his recovery. 

THE GENERAL’S CLUB LIFE, 

There was great anxiety at the Union 
League Club last night overGen. Sherman’s 
condition for, in the words of Appraiser 
Cooper, the Union League Club loves Gen. 
Sherman and prides itself on being his favor- 
ite club. He had beenan honorary member 
since the war. A message received at the club 
From Gen. Sherman’s family at9p. m. ‘that 
he was better relieved the anxiety of the 
members who were waiting to hear the latest 
news from the old hero. When John Scott,a 
’ cousin of the General’s, came in with 
the tidings he was eagerly sought 
for and everybody began to be- 
lieve that the General would get 
better and fell to talking about him and re- 
calling his life at the club and elsewhere. 
Appraiser Cooper, Gen. George H. Sharpe, 
Charles Watrous, John F. Scott and others 
@hattered about the General. They remem- 
Dered what interest he showedin the Union 
Club, and how welcome his visits were there. 
Gen. Sherman usually visits the club two or 
three times a week, coming generally on 
Wednesday, Friday and Sunday, although he 
never had ed days for his calls. If he 
dropped in,during the daytime he settled 
himself the pleasant reading-room that 
jJooks outfon Fifth avenue, where thereisa 

portico, in full uniform; but it was the 
evening as a rule that found Gen. Sherman at 
the Union League. He would appear about 
8 Pp, ™., and some of his cronies would 
gather round him and hear him 
talk. There would be Gen. Granville P. 
Dodge, Gen. George Porter, Chauncey Depew, 
Richard Butler.

A NOMINAL FINE. 


The Verdict in the Lancaster Libel Suit— 
An Appeal Taken. 

Judge Green of Jefferson County sat in the 
Court of Criminal Correction this morning to 
hear arguments of counsel in the case of 
Richard D. Lancaster against the managing 
editor of the PosT-DISPATCH. Under a 
fiction of the law, the statute of criminal libel 
having been invoked, the prosecutor is said 
to be the State of Missouri. Lancaster wasa 
member of the October, 1890, Grand-jury,. 
He was not drawn for service by the Jury 
Commissioner, but hisson was. He took his 
son’s place by the consent of the Judge of the 
Criminal Court, He secured re- 
consideration of an indictment 
against Charles A. Gitchell for publishing 
lottery advertisements, secured delay in the 
hearing of evidence on School Board irregu- 
larities to such extent that on the last day 
of the term the work of the Grand-jury was 
in proper condition to be absolutely wrecked 
by the absence of another member of the 
Grand-jury. The story of this wreck and all 
the causes leading up toit was fully told in the 
SUNDAY Post-DIsPaATcH of Nov.2, the day after 
the wreck was accomplished. Lancaster so 
far objected to the publication as toswear out 
a warrant against the managing editor, The 
case was tried before Judge Green of 
De Sotg, the Judge appointed to the 
circuit on the promotion of Judge 
Thomas to the Supreme Court. 
On the conclusion of the taking of testimony 
two weeks ago the case was laid over until 
this morning forargument on account of the 
iliness of Charles P. Johnson of counsel for 
the defense. 

The argument was opened this morning by 
Charles P. Johnson. Chester H. Krum fol- 
lowed for the prosecution. 

In the trial of this case the de- 
fense was the truth of every fact charged 
against Lancaster in the publication. 
That every fact was true was beyond 
question; but from the beginning of the 
trial every effort was made to obstruct the 
proof of the truth. 

Lancaster refused to go upon the stand and 
subject himselfto an examination in which 
some part of the truth was bound to be 
elicited. 

Judge Green held that occurrences and con: 
versations in the Grand-jury room were priv- 
ileged and that Grand-jurors could not be 
called upon fo disclose the facts as 
learned by them in the Grand-jury 
room. The publication had to do mainly 
with what occurred in the Grand-jury room. 
It was essential to sustain the  de- 
fense of the truth of the charge to prove 
what occurred in the Grand-jury room. Yet 
all that proof was barred by the ruling of the 
Judge. Inindirect ways sufficient evidence 
was got in to show to the Court 
that some of the charges were true, 
but the law requires that the 
justification shall be as broad as the charge, 
thatall the charges alleged to be libelous 
shall be proven to betrue. This could not 
be done as long as the barrier of the 
rule against the testimony of Grand- ors 
existed. There wasa flood of truth im the 
mouths of the Grand-jurors that the rule held 
back. Grand-jurors were in court ready and 
willing to tell the whole truth, but the court 
would not hear them, 

However, so much of the truth was secured 
that in passing upon the se on its submis- 
sion the Judge, in pro ncing the ver- 
dict of guilty, imposed the nominal 
fine of $50. Under thestatute a fine of $1,000 
with one year’s imprisonment in jail may be 
imposed. A motion wag immediately filed 
for a new trial and on Feb. 28 the motion will 
be argued.

MR. SEEGER’S CHILDREN, 


His Application for Their Possession 
Comes Up in Court. 


Judge Withrow to-day devoted some hours 
in Divison No.3 of the Circuit Court to the 
hearing of evidence in the  ha- 
beas cOrpus case of Albert Seeger 
against his wife and mother-in-law 
Mary Weber for the possession of his chil- 
dren. Mrs. Seeger left her husband 
and took refuge with her mother 
because, as she stated, her husband and 
his family maltreated her. Seeger was ex- 
amined. Headmitted that his wife was al- 
most blind, that she could scarcely find 
her way about the house. They have 
been married five anda half years and in the 
first three years of that term three children 
were born to them. Mrs, Seeger’s infrmity 
dates from the birth of the first child. 
Seeger admitted that he had struck his 
wife with his fist, but denied that 
his motherand brother had also been per- 
mitted to strike her. He admitted that he 
drank a great, deal, and said he drank to 
excess ‘‘whenever I can get it for: 
nothing.’’ He charged that his mother 
in-law, Mrs. Weber caused a great deal of 
trouble. His wife insisted on frequent mov- 
ings from houses they were occupying, 
as her mother told her 
they were bewitched. He said 
Mrs. Weber found the breast boneof a chicken 
in a featherbed his mother had given him and 


Mrs. Weber denied the bewitching stories, 
and said that of late she had scarcely seen her 
son-in-law sober. Her daughter’ had sought 
refuge in her heuse, and she kept her. She 
was able tokeep the mother and children. 
She only knew of Seeger’s treatment of his 
wife through what her daughter had told 
her,

The Tailors Apologize to Messrs. Hayes 
and Sampson for a Snub. 


AN IMPORTANT AND EXCITING SESSION 
OF THE CONVENTION TO-DAY. 


Officers for the Ensuing Year Nominated 
and Elected—Messrs. Joseph M. Hayes 
and Olark H. Sampson Turned Away 
by the Delegates, Who Refuse to Hear 
Them—An Apology Follows, 


The most important business transacted by 
the Tailors’ Convention this morning was the 
election of officers, but itwas by no means 
the. most important feature. Two of the 
most promjnent merchants in the city ,Joseph 
M. Hayes of the Jos. M, Hayes Woolen Co. 
and Clark H,. Sampson of the Corticelli Silk 
Co. were snubbed by the delegates in con- 
ventionand did not deliver the addresses 
they were asked to make by the 8t. Louis 
Exchange. After being present at 
the convention hall ready to speak 
they were told to call again 
but they left the place this morning very 
much offended. 

Later In the day the convention sent a com- 
mittee to Messrs. Hayes and Sampson to 
apologize and the apology was gracefully ac- 
cepted. 

The convention was called to order at 10 
o’clock this morning by President Burbank. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

The first and special order of business this 
morning was the election of officers and the 
roll of delegations was called. As the names 
of the delegations were called the Chairman 
of each delegation named the gentleman they 
wished to serve. 

Nominations for President were as follows: 
Boston, Chicago, Cincinnati, Dayton, Louis- 
ville, Milwaukee, New: York, Philadelphia 
and Pittsburg delegations named R. R. Mer- 
win, President of the New York Exchange; 
Little Rock, Kansas City and St. Louls named 
Lewis F, Lindsay of 8t. Louis. Mr. Merwin 
was elected. 

For First Vice-President, Delegates from 
Boston, Chicago, Cincinnati, Little Rock, 
Milwaukee and Philadelphia nominated Lewis 
F, Lindsay of this city; New York named 
Holman G. Purington of Chicago; St.' Louis 
named M. Cunningham of Philadelphia; Day- 
ton and Pittsburg, H. W. Mack of Cincinnati. 
Lewis F. Lindsay was elected. 

John Bradley, the popular member of the 
Pittsburg Exchange, was unanimously nomi- 
nated by the convention, and as unanimously 
elected Second Vice-President. 

For Treasurer, Charles E, Hyde of Chicago 
received the nominations of the Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, Dayton, Kansas City, Little Rock, 
Louisville and Milwaukee delegations. T. B. 
Armstrong of Louisville was nominated by 
the Philadelphia and Pittsburg delega- 
tions, and Henry G. Hale, President 


of the Pittsburg Exchange, received the nom- } 


ination of Pittsburg and Washington. Mr. 
Hall has been treasurer of the National Ex- 
change since its organization, and would have 
been unanimously re-elected had he not been 
incapacitated by sickness. Charles Hyde of 
Chicago was elected Treasurer. 

W.C. Mertzof Washington was unanimously 
re-elected Recording Secretary. 

E.N.Dollof New York was unanimously 
nominated and elected Corresponding and 
Financial Secretary. 

The newly elected officers of the Merchant 
Tailors’ National Exchange now are: Pres- 
ident, B. R. Merwin of New York; First Vice- 
President, Lewis F. Lindsay of St, Louis; Sec- 
ond Vice-President, John Bradley of Pitts- 
burg; Treasurer, Charles E. Hyde of Chicago; 
Recording Secretary, W. E. Mertz of Wash- 
ington; Financialand Oorresponding Secre- 
tary, E. N. Doll of New York, 

SNUBBED ST. LOUISIANS. 

When the nominations were closed Prest- 
dent Burbank noticed that it was 11 o’clock 
and reminded the convention to the fact 
that the special order for that hour was the 
addresses of Messrs. Joseph M. Hayes of the 
Hayes Woolen  OCo., and Mr. Clark 
H, Sampson of the Oorticelli Silk 
Co. On the programme of the 
convention for last Tuesday afternoon, Mr, 
Joseph M, Hayes was down for an address on 
**Woolens and Business.’’ Mr. Clark H. 
Sampson was to follow him with an address 
on the ‘‘Silk Industry.’’ Both gentlemen 
had been pressed to appear at the convention 
and make a few remarks,and it was only after 
considerable persuasion from his friends, the 
merchant tallors of this city, that he 
finally consented. It was seen Tuesday even- 
ing that the addresses could not be heard, as 
the convention was running half a day be- 
hind its programme. Messrs. Sampson and 
Hayes were asked to call the next day, 
Wednesday, in the afternoon and the 
delegates would be delighted to hear from 
them. Yesterday afternoon Messrs. Hayes 
and Sampson again called, and after waiting 
an hour their presence was announced. 


AGAIN POSTPONED. 

The convention at the time was in the throes 
of constitutional amendments, but it 
silenced long enough to make a “*re- 
quest on the gentlemento call again. 
Mr, Lewis F, Lindsay, the newly-elected 
Vice-President of the National Exchange and 
one of the leading tallors, explained that the 
addresses would only take up half an hour 
and that the gentlemen who were to make 
them were two of the most prominent and 
respected citizens in the city and leaders in 
their business, A motion was made to hear 
them at 11 o’clock Thursday and it passed. 
Messrs. Hayes and Simpson were on hand 
promptly at 11 o’clock this morning. The 
nominations were in progress and they 
waited in the conyention hall until 11:30 
o’clock. The nominations closed and Mr. 
Meyers, President of the St. Louis Exchange, 
arose and said the gentlemen were present 
who would address them. It would only take 
half an hour’s time to deliver both addresses, 
he explained. Mr. David F. Lindsay, chair- 
man of the Committee on New Business,arose 
and said that his committee was ready to re- 
port. President Burbank said it would be a 
courtesy if he would withdraw forhalf an 
hour. Mr, Lindsay hesitated and some one in 
the hall suggested that the gen- 
tleman be heard, as it was 
the order of business. Mr. Lindsay 
again said he was ready to report, and 
started to his seatin the midst. of a general 
silence, when someone whispered to him and 
he walked back to the platform, 

WOULD NOT HEAR THEM. 

‘‘Tam ready to report, and this is impor- 
tant, but lam willing to give way,’’ he said. 

He went to his seat again, when Mr, Walsh 
of Chicago told him to insist on reading his 
report. He again walked back to the Speak- 
ers’ platform. Beit

Hunting for Her—The Police Theory. 


Dr. T. Gaffner of Trenton, 0l., and his 
wife’s brother-in-law, Mr. Lenhart, returned 
to the city this morning to resume 
search for the former’s wife, who 
has been missing since last Monday 
evening from the Branch of St. John’s 
Hospital at 2228 Lucas place.

QUR CHSARS. 

The movements of GOULD, HUNTINGTON 
and others have for some time past fore- 
shadowed the formation of a consolidated 
railroad system of colossal proportions 
under the control of a combination repre- 
senting perhaps $1,000,000,000 of railroad 
capital. Some of the details of the scheme 
‘as givenin our special dispatches to-day 
may be mere guesswork and it may 
fallthrough. But less than a dozen of 
such men as ROCKEFELLER, GOULD and 
HUNTINGTON, with their followers, could 
easily form a combination of one-fourth of 
the railroad capital, if they could see in it 
the way to a profitable monopoly. 

That such a gigantic combination, if 
shrewdly directed, could eventually crush 
out all competitiomand directly or indi- 
rectly control the whole transportation 
system of the country, is suggested by the 
giant growth of other combinations from 
smaller beginnings, and the enormous suc- 
cess which has recently attended them in 
this country. The power of combined 
capital to maintain monopolies outside of 
the law or in spite of the law has never been 
illustrated anywhere on this earth in so 
startling a manner asin the business his- 
tory of the United States within the last 
twenty years. 

The element of competition has been 
eliminated from the supply department of 
scores of great lines of trade, and whenever 
it shall be eliminated from the transporta- 
tion service upon which our commerce and 
industries depend for leave to live; the 
reign of plutocracy will be absolute, and 
the Republic will remain only as an empty 
form, such as the Roman Republic was un- 
der the Ceesars. 


OBJECTS OF PITY.

MR. BLAINE’S TABLES. 

Mr. BLAINE’s tables of Brazilian imports 
of agricultural products, provisions and 
machinery do not indicate that we will 
obtain a larger market for such products 
from the treaty binding Brazil to reduce 
her duties thereon. Under her low tariff 
on those articles it seems that other coun- 
tries undersold us. She bought $16,000,000 
worth from Europe and only $8,000,000 
worth from us, while we were paying her 
about $60,000,000 a year for her products. 

Extending his investigations further Mr. 
BLAINE finds that of all articles which we 
export to Brazil she takes only $5,000,000 
worth from us and $53,000,000 worth from 
other countries. Mr. BLAINE’s treaty 
gives her our market free in the hope that 
the removal of her low duty in our favor 
exclusively will make her market a pro- 
tected one for our sole benefit. 

This is reaching for the pennies of a poor 
customer and paying an immense premium 
on them while we are raising our tariff and 
inaugurating a war of commercial restric- 
tions against our biggest and best custom- 
ers, the countries that take nearly all of 
what we sell abroad. While Germany in 
retaliation excludes our pork and France 
imposes a practically prohibitory duty on 
it, we are offering free trade in the name 
of reciprocity to countries that cannot re- 
ciprocate to any great extent, and whose 
custom will not be worth as much to usin 
ahundred years as that of the leading 
European countries now is.

The Government is not 
anxious at the present moment to disclose its 
future fiscal policy, as several other countries 
are now readjusting their commercial rela- 
tions, and it is desired to obtain as favorable 
terms as possible for Great Britain.

LITTLE VIOLET NEVIN. 

Lonpbon, Feb. 12.—The little girl, Violet 
Nevin, who has been dragged about two con- 
tinents by relatives struggling as to whether 
she should be educated as a Protestant ora 
Catholic, has been finally turned over by the 
courts toa Protestant relative, Miss Martin, 
who promises tosettle £100 a year on her. 
The father and motherare both dead. The 
father was a Protestant andthe mothera 
Catholic. The father bound himself before 
marriage that the children should be brought 
upas Catholics. The little girl, however, 
was left with Miss Martin, from whose pos- 
session she was violently taken,after the death 
of her parents, by another relative, one 
Connelly, shipped off to California by way of 
Cape Horn, and placed ina convent in San 
Francisco. Vigorous legal proceedings com- 
pelled Connelly to bring the child back within 
British jurisdiction, and pending a decision 
she has been keptin aconventat Chelsea. 
She now goes back to Miss Martin and a 
training by Protestants, on the ground that 
that lady had been selected by the father as 
guardian before his death, 


The Irish Party Troubles. 

LONDON, Feb. 12.—Mr,. Parnell has written 
a letter to Mr. O’Brien as follows: 

The last information Mr.Gill conveyed to me on our 
negotiations being ofa final character, I conclude 
that nothing is lefttobe done on my part but to 
bring our negotiations toa close. I regret that it 
has not been rendered possible for mg to consider 
national interests so safe guarded that I could feel 
that there would be no danger to the cause in my 
now surrendering the responsibility which has been 
placed upon me, and which I have accepted from 
the hands of our nation and race. I have been 
ready to act upon the letter and spiritof our under- 
standing to the last moment, and I regret that no 
course is left but the withdrawal from the negotia- 
tions. The seal of confidence which covers what 
has passed between us prevents inviting a 
public judgment, but if it is ever removed I feel con- 
fident it will be held that I have done everything in 
my power consistent with national interests to pro- 
mote peace and reunion. \ Do not fear that the cause 
is lost; although these negotiations have failed, they 
have not been entirely unsuccessful in advancing it. 
On this, at least, you may congratulate yourself. The 
country has recovered considerably from its painful 
distraction and panic, and the controversy is raised 
to a plane whereon, unlessit sinks again, it can be 
conducted without national humiliation and dis- 
credit, although I regret to have perceived in the 
last few days the existence in quarters where one 
might the least have expected it a spirit breathing 
the deadliest hostility to peace.

THE OTHER SIDE. 

Dillon and O’Brien have issued a long state- 
ment setting forth their views on the Irish 
situation. They both ascribe the failure, now 
acknowledged, tothe personal feeling which 
has been allowed to overcome the public 
spirit. They both urge united action and the 
abandonment of the small petty dickerings 
which have been of late so prevalent. 

TO-DAY’S CONFERENCE. 

Notwithstanding that all hope of a settle- 
ment has been given up, the result of to- 
day’s Irish conference is awaited with much 
interest.

THE ALTON 


Willard Gillham’s Work in Running 
Down His Father's Murderers. 


NO DOUBT THAT THE MEN ARRESTED 
ARE THE GUILTY ONES. 


A Bold Bank Robber Oaptured—Brutal 
Murder at Mt. Pleasant, Pa.—The Ayer 
Banks’ Defalcation—Oapture of the 
Greenwood Murderer—The Criminal 
Calendar. 


ALTON, Ill., Feb. 12.—The news of the cap- 
ture of the men accused of killing Hon. D. B. 
Gillham at Upper Alton, March 17, 1890, par- 
ticulars of which were given in a special pub- 
lished exclusively in last evening’s Post- 
DISPATCH, createfl intense excitement in the 
three Altons. The assassination of Mr. 
Gillham cast a deep gloom over the entire 
cities, as he was prominent in 
politics, in agriculture and in educational 
interests. Nomanin Madison County stood 
higher in the esteem of its people. He was 
well-known throughout the entire State, and 
his funeral obsequies drew together the 
officials of the State, and representatives 
from all classes of society. The particulars 
of his sad death are as follows: 

THE MURDER. 

On the night of March 17, 1890, a burglar en- 
tered the residence of Mr. Gillham through a 
bay window on the northeast side of the 
house, and proceeded through the parlor 
into the library and thence into his bed 


}room. While the burglar was examining the 


pockets of Mr. Gillham’s pantaloons, that 
gentieman awoke, andsprang from his bed 
with a loud cry and tried to capturethe fel- 
low. The burglar drew his revolver and 
warned Mr. Gillhamthat if he came nearer 
he would kill him. The  warn- 
ing was not heeded and the burglar fired two 
shots—one of them taking effect in Mr. Gill- 
ham ’s left breast. Hesank tothe floor with 
a groan. The burglar then made his escape. 
Mrs. Gillham was away from home, and his 
daughter, hearing the noise, came to the re- 
lief of her father. Mr. Gillham 
lingered in great pain till April 6 
following, when he suddenly passed away, 
the assassin’s bullet having finally worked its 
way toa vital part of his body. Notwithstand- 
ing neighbors were in search of the mysteri- 
ous burglar within an hour of the shooting, 
not a trace of him could be found, and the 
police of this city were baffled in every effort 
to capture the guilty one. The excite- 
ment caused by the sad occur- 
rence gradually died away. Sb But 
there was one among the mouring family who 
secretly vowed to himself that he would not 
be satisfied to settle downto business again 
until the villain who had so ruthlessly 
destroyed the happiness of that home 
had been brought to justice, and that one 
was Willard Gillham, the only son of Mr. 
Gillham. Withthe aid of other members of 
the family he worked on the case incessantly, 
offering large rewards. 
A CLEW. 

Finally a clew was obtained by a word 
dropped by a worthless fellow named John 
Brown, who had lived in Upper Alton. A 
companion of Brown’s named Wyatt was 
followed to Kansas City and Coffeyville, Mo., 
thence on to Omaha, where he was induced 
to make a full confession, implicating George 
Starkey, a rather hard case, whose home was 
at Bethalto, Wyatt,in his confession, says 
that the three learned on the day before 
the’ killing that Mr. Gillham would get 
from the Alton National Bank a large 
sum of money to pay off his farm hands. They 
determined to burglarize his house that 
night and secure the money. Brown saw 
Gillham get the money at the bank, and the 
three concocted the plot early in the evening. 
At 11 o’clock that night they were seen ina 
saloon drinking, and from the saloon pro- 
ceeded to Upper Alton. Wyatt and Brown 
stood guard on the outside, while Starkey 
was the one who entered the house, and, ac- 
cording to Wyatt’s confession, fired the fatal 
shot that killed Mr. Gillham. 

CAPTURED. 

After escaping from the house the trio made 
their way to Wyatt’s home in this city at 614 
Pleasant street, where they arrived abouté4 
o’clock a. m., and there remained secreted 
until the excitement subsided. Wyatt and 
Starkey soon after left Alton, but Brown re- 
mained, working as a laborer on the Bluff 
Line Railroad. 

Starkey was arrested at St. Joseph, Mo., 
yesterday and will be brought here as soon as 
the proper papers can be obtained. 

Willard Gillham is certain he has the guilty 
parties and no expense will be spared to give 
them the full extent ofthe law. He will be 
aided in this by the host of friends of his dead 
father, 


The Greenwood Tragedy. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., Feb. 12..—Two men who 
answer perfectly the description of the men 
who brutally murdered Capt. Greenwood’s 
wife at Napa, Monday night, and then 
drugged and shot Greenwood himself, were 
arrested @ this city last night by the police. 
The men were covered with mud and were 
badly frightened when arrested. They drove 
into Washington, Yolo County, yesterday 
afternoon, put up a horse and buggy there 
and walked across the bridges to this city. 
The horse and buggy were covered with mud, 
and evidently had hadalong journey. The 
men tell conflicting stories about their where- 
abouts the last two or tnree days. They gave 
their names as Rogers and Heft. 


A Brutal Murder. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 12.—A Mount Pleasant 
(Pa.) special says: Andy Goude and Steve 
Hovance, Hungarian miners, got into a 
drunken brawl last night and Hovance sev- 
ered Goude’s jagular vein with a digger’s 
pick.

OFFICIALS OF THE WHISKY TRUST 8UR- 
PRISED AT HIS ARREST. 


Solicitor Hart’s Proof of Gibson’s Guilt— 
The Infernal Machine—Commissioner 
Mason Worried Over the Affair—A 
Talk With Mr. Alfred Bevis — Latest 
Details of the Conspiracy. 


CuicaGco, Ill., Feb. 12.—Chas. J, Gibson, 
the Secretary of the Whisky Trust, who was 
arrested here yesterday, left for Cleveland 
last night. In an interview before leaving he 
said regarding the charges against him: 

‘‘This isa damnable plot to ruin me, but it 
will fail. I have been instructed by my at- 
torneys to say nothing, butI will say this— 
Iam innocent of any crime.’’ 

‘*But about the solution in the bottle, what 


is that?’’ 

‘‘That is only a medicinal wash. When it ts 
tested the Secret Service officers will find how 
ridiculous they have made themselves.’’ 

‘*‘What was the nature of your relations 


with DeWar?’’ 

‘*J decline to answer. Do youfor a mo- 
ment suppose that I would further any such 
scheme of wholesale destruction of life as is 
talked of? Tam a man and have a man’s 
heart. Such talk is nonsense.’’ 

One ofthe Government officers who have 
been working onthe case said: ‘‘I would 
not do what DeWar has been doing forthe 
last two weeks for the $25,000 promised.him. 
DeWar has carried with him that infernal 
machine since it was given him. It consists 
of a tin box the size of an oyster can, open on 
one end. In this is a_ section of a gum 
barrel in one end of which is 
ty a turned steel conical bullet, which pro- 

ag from the open end of the can. Behind 
bullet is a heavy charge of gunpowder. 
Apel tube runs into the open end of the 
gun barrel. DeWar was to pour some of the 
inflammable Hquid into the tube and then 
place the box on the floor under a large vat 
of highwines tn the distillery, with the bullet 
directed upward. On exposure to the air the 
chemical would ignite and soon cause the 
powder to explode. The steel bullet would 
be driven through the bottom of the vat over-" 
head. The spirits would pour down on the 
flames beneath and ina moment the whole 
building would be in flames. 
‘*THE CENTRAL VICTIM.’’ 

Another account says that Gibson left the 
city last night on a freighttrain. His wife 
and son went later on a passenger train. 
The son said, when interviewed that his 
father had done no intentional wrong. 

‘*‘The flask that was found in his valise,’’ 
he continued, ‘‘contained nothing but 
Schiedam schnapps and there was no dyna- 
mite nor nitro-glycerine in it. My father is 
the central victim of a circular conspiracy 
that has forits draughtsman a discharged 
employe of the syndicate who has recently 
been re-employed by the Government tospy 
and lie.’’ 

THE TRUST ANXIOUS. 

Amorning paper has the following tele- 
gram from Washington: ‘‘President Green- 
hut of the Whisky Trust and Dr. Rush of Chi- 
cago are here looking after legislative mat- 
ters. Mr. Greenhut was inclined to be 
skeptical and telegraphed to Chicago for the 
facts about the arrest of the Secretary of the 
Trust. He knew of nothing Gibson had been 
doing which would not bear the light of day, 
and he thought a fuss had probably been 
made over some trivial matter. He was cer- 
tain there was nothing which could inany 
way involve the Trust, whatever Gibson’s in- 
dividual actions might have been. Dr. Rush 
was ofthe same opinion. He thought it like- 
ly that the whole business was 
a repetition of the dynamite scare 
in Schufeldt’s distillery two or three years 
ago, and perhaps the work of somebody’s 
imagination. Possibly Gibson had been do- 
ing some loose talking without meaning any- 
thing by it. But if he had been trying to 
bribe anybody or commit an unlawful act, 
Dr. Rush said the officers of the Trust wanted 
to know it, asthey did not encourage that 
kind of work. Dr. Rush said that Gibson 
formerly lived at Cleveland, and was inthe 
railroad business. Both he and Mr. Green- 
hut are anxious for news concerning the ar- 
rest, and they reiterated their entire ignor- 
ance of everything pertaining to it. They 
have arranged to call on Commissioner 
Mason to-day.

Since the 10th Gib- 
son has written several letters to Dewar, 
and sent him several telegrams. All these 
are in the possession of the authorities. Of 
these Solicifor Hart says: 

‘*He frequently admonished DeWar that he 
was not using the dispatch he ought in the 
matter. Last Monday the department dic- 
tated a decoy letter to Gibson, having Dewar 
write it. The letter was to the effect that he 
(Dewar) had made several attempts to carry 
out the plot, and had failed on account of the 
liquid. He said he thought it had lost its 
Virtue. He instructed Gibson to come to 
Chicago Wednesday and bring a new bottle 
of the stuff... He also told him to bring 
evidence that he intended to pay 
him for the job. Glbson answered by a tele- 
gram that he would come to Chicago, 
Wednesday morning. Dewar met him at the 
train and made an appointment to meet Gib- 
sonatthe Grand Pacific. The officers who 
were watching Dewar followed Gibson to the 
hotel and arrested him. The contents of the 
grip were a shirt, afew collars, a bottle of 
liquid and 100 shares of whisky trust stock 
assigned to Dewar.’’ 

‘*It Was a part of the deal to pay Dewar in 
part with stock,’’ said Hart, ‘‘and he-evi- 
dently brought the bonds to show Dewar 
and spur him on tothe deed. I think the 
fuld is sulphuric acid and phosphorus. I 
know that as soon as it is exposed fora mo- 
ment to the air it will: ignite.

COMMISSIONER MASON WORRIED. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Mr. Mason, Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, is evidently 
much worried over the alleged Chicago 
whisky conspiracy and denied himself to cal- 
lers to-day in the plea that he was not feeling 
well. He left instructions with his private 
secretary, however, to tell all newspaper 
men who might call that he had nothing to 
say about the alleged conspiracy except that 
the Associated Press dispatch from Chicago 
in the morning papers was substantially true 
| need to the information received by him. 

The private secretary added that the case had 
been managed entirely by the Commissioner, 
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THE NEWS AT PEORIA. 

PEORIA, Ill., Feb. 12.—No facts concerning 
the evidence against Geo. J. Gibson, the Sec- 
retary of the Whisky Trust, who was arrested 
in Chicago on a charge of conspiracy to blow 
up the Shufeldt distillery, not in the trust,can 
be learned here in addition to what came from 
Chicago. The prosecution suspects others, 
but has no evidence against any one except 
Gibson, The dynamite machine, the explo- 
sives and inculpating documents are said to 
have been found in Gibson’s satchel. Gibson 


Came to Peoria in 1879 and has always moved 


in the best society here. His wife is the 
daughter of C. P. Scoville of Cleveland, and 
one of her sisters is married to Charles *Corn- 
ing, the owner of the Monarch distillery. 


A Talk With Alfred Bevis, 

Mr, Alfred Bevis, President of the Mound 
City Distilling Co., ridicules the idea that 
George J. Gibson, Secretary of the Whisky 
Trust, is guilty of the charge on which he 
was arrested yesterday at Chicago, namely, 
offering a bribe of $20,000 T. 8. Dewar, Gov- 
ernment Gauger atH. H. Shufeldt’s distil- 
lery in Chicago, to blow up the distillery by 
dynamite furnished by himself, Gibson. 

‘*The thing is ridiculous on its face,’’ said 
Mr. Bevis, ‘‘Mr. Gibson is worth halfa 
million dollars, and has no troubie of any 
Kind so far as I know. There isn’t 
&@ man on the Board of Directors 
of the Trust who isn’t worth $2,000,000 or $3,- 
000,000, and I know that they wouldn’t any of 
them engage in anything of that kind, not 
under any circumstances. What would be 
the motive, even supposing them capable of 
such a crime? Shufeldt’s distillery never 
hurt the Trust a particle, nor haveall the 
outside distilleries put together. We have 
eighty-six distilleries in the Trust, all but five 
or six of the highwine distilleries in the whole 
country, and we are practically without com- 
petition. The Trust has $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 
in its treasury, and doesn’t owea dollar. We 
have had prosperity right along, and we 
never cared a fig forthe competition of the 
four or five little concerns outside 
of the trust. We could have bought them out 
along time ago if we had wanted to, but we 
don’t want them. The Shufeldt distillery 
made us a proposition, I understand, but it 
was not entertained for the reason that we 
have all the distilleries we want. 

SEVENTY-FIVE IDLE DISTILLERIES. 

‘‘We now have seventy-five that are idle, 
being able to supply the demand with eleven 
distilleries, and so we keep all the other 
seventy-five idle and save the expense of 
running them. We have two running in Chi- 
cag@, one in Omaha, one in Cincinnati, 
one in St. Paul, one in Terre Haute, 
one here in St. Louis, the Mound 
City, and the others in Peoria, .the 
headquarters of thetrust. J.B. Greenhut is 
the President; Adolph Wooler, Vice-President, 
and Mr. Gibson, who was arrested, is the 
Secretary, but Gibson is not a member of the 
board, These gentlemen all reside in Peoria, 
and then there are three Chicago men in the 
board—Nelson Morris, P. J. Henmessey, anda 
gentleman inthe First National Bank, I’ve 
forgotten hisname, The other directors are 
L. H. Green and W.N. Hobart of Cincinnati, 
W. H. Corning of Cleveland, and Mr. Terrell 
of New York. His initials, I believe, are W. 
L. *No, Lam not in the board now. I was the 
principal organizer of the trust and 
spent a whole year in getting it 
up, and was a member of the board of 
directors the first two years, when I went to 
Europe. I know every member of the board, 
except Mr. Terreil, almost as wellas I know 
myself, and Iam positive that no such propo- 
sition was ever discussed by the board or ever 
entertained fora minute by any member of 
the board, either personally or in his official 
‘apacity. I knowthat nothing of the kind 
ever came up before the board when I wasa 
member ofit. If there was a comspiracy,you 
can depend upon it that nomemberof the 
board of directors of the Trust was in it, 
and nobody connected with the Trust 
inan official capacity. What benefit could 
the destruction of Shufeldt’s distillery have 
been to us, I would like to know? It would 
have been rebuilt right away, andif its com- 
petition hurts us now. it wovld hurt us just 
as much with the distillery rebuilt. But as I 
said before, we have never been injured in 
the least by that competition, although 
Shufeldt underselis us 20r3centsa galion in 
Chicago.’’ 

PERHAPS GOT HIM DRUNK. 

‘*‘] am almost positive that the Government 
has no good proof against Gibson, but if he 
has said or done anything which 
gives him the appearance of hav- 
ing fallen into their trap, he _ did 
it while drinking. Sometimes men make 
big tools of themselves whenin liquor, and 
say and dothings that they would never 
think of doing or saying when in their senses, 
and it is barely possible, but only barely pos- 
sible, that Gibson had been gotten full of 
wine and then worked up gradually intoa 
denunciation of the Schufeldts and finally 
into making compromising threats or propo- 
sitions such as he is charged with. If he did 
do such a thing, he andthe men who worked 
upon him are alone responsible for his folly 
and notthe whisky trust, orany member of 
its board of directors.’’

AN UNENOWN MAN KILLED. 


Struck by a Train Near the Ewing Avenue 
Crossing. 


An unknown man was instantly killed on 
the railroad track about 3800 feet west of 
Ewing avenue about 6:40 o’clock this 
morning. The deceased was first seen 
walking slowly along the tracks west bound 
with a tin dinner bucket in hishand. An east 
bound passenger train was approaching, and 
the stranger stepped to the other 
track. Switch engine 288, in charge 
of engineer Jas. J. Smith, was at 
the same moment approaching from behind. 
The stranger had not noticed his danger, and 
the shrill whistles of the switch engine were 
drowned by the roar of the passenger train. 
The pilot of 268 struck him inthe back and 
hurled him against the side of one of the pas- 
senger coaches on the adjoining track. The 
body fell back beneath the wheels of the 
switch engine and was cut in two, the head 
and lower extremities being also mangled in 
the most horrible manner. Both trains were 
stopped, and the trainmen gathered together 
the remains,which were removed by the city 
undertaker to the Morgue, Thus 
far the body remains in the 
main room exposed for the purpose of identi- 
fication. The deceased was a laboring man, 
apparently about 30 years old, He was 5 feet 
8 inches tall and of stout build. He worea 
dark sack coat, dark pants anda brown stiff 
hat. Theonly articles found on his person 
were a door Key and a nickel. No time has yet 
been set for the inquest in the case. 


THE MINERS’ CONVENTION. 


A Resolution Adopted Demanding the 
Eight-Hour Working Day, 

CoLtumBus, O., Feb. 12.—The National 
Miners’ Convention adopted a resolution that 
all miners and mine-workers in the United 
States demand the eight-hour work day May 1 
next, and that no miner remain in the mines 
longer than eight hours. The system of 
idle . coal days is to be abol- 
ished and the Executive Committee 
is instructed to provide means for the enforce- 
ment of the eight-hour per day system. The 
Legislature of each State is requested to pass 


a law that all coal shall be weighed before 


screening. Resolutions were adopted that 
all miners in Pennsylvania are requested to 
forward petitions to the Governor and legis- 
lative mining committee for amendment to 
the mining laws that greater safety may be 
secured to miners by legislative enactment

An Attempt to Interview Cleveland on 
the Watterson Letter. 


THE EX-PRESIDENT TALES ABOUT THE 
MEETING WITH HILL. 


Clever Evasion of Pointed Questions—Maj,. 
McKinley to Make a Great Tariff Speech 
atthe Lincoln Day Celebration in To- 
ledo—Harris on the Indian Service—Po- 
litical News, 


New YOrK, Feb. 12.—A morning paper to- 
day publishes an interview with ex-President 
Cleveland on the Watterson letter. The re- 
porter first asked Mr. Cleveland for an ex- 
pression of opinion as to the unity ofthe 
party for 1892. Mr. Cleveland inquired why 
the question was asked now and was told 
that it was founded upon the letter of Mr, 
Watterson to Goy. Hill, 

**What can I say about it?’’ said Mr, Cleve- 
land. ‘‘Youknow more about these things 
thanIdo. Igotoand from my business and 
mind my own business. Some people make a 
great deal out of very little, Now I am not 
worrying about these matters inthe least. I 
am attending to my own business and I do 
not know why I should be asked about these 
matters.’’ 

The distinguished Democratic leader was 
reminded thata very large section of the 
country would be very glad to hear from 
him, 

‘*T recently attended a dinner,’’ said Mr. 
Cleveland, looking out of the window, witha 
smile on his face, ‘‘which was given by a 
gentleman and a great deal was made of it by 
other people. It was talked about and writ- 
ten about and looked upon as something very 
extraordinary.’’ 

‘*That is because you met Gov. 
there,.’’ 

‘*Yes, but I did not Know he was to be pres- 
ent, and he did not know I was to be present. 
It was a meeting of good Democrats at a gen- 
tleman’s table, and that was all.’’ 

*‘*And you had no private conversation with 
Gov. Hill?’’ 

‘*Gov. Hill and I,’’ said Mr. Cleveland, 
quite seriously, ‘‘have, ever since | left the 
gubernatorial chair, been on the very best of 
terms. Every time I have been in Albany or 
passed through it Ihave called on Goy. Hill. 
Why should we not be on cordial terms? The 
evening of the dinner Gov. Hill was visiting 
an armory in this city and he came. No, we 
had no private conversation. All that hap- 
pened was stated in the newspapers.’’ 

Finally the reporter remarked that notwith- 
standing the recent Democratic cyclone tn the 
country, the Democratic party would have a 
good deal to do to beat the Republican party. 

‘It willbe no child’s play,’’ said the ex- 
President very quietly. 

Before he handed the reporter back the 
paper he looked at the date of the letter, quot- 
ing italoud. Mr. Cleveland, however, made 
no comment on the supposed letter, 

LINCOLN DAY CELEBRATION. 

TOLEDO, O., Feb. 12.—Particular  signifi- 
cance attaches to the banquet which takes 
place to-night in celebration of Lincoln Day 
and under the auspices of the Ohio Republi- 
can League, from the fact that Maj, McKinley 
will deliver an address which, as one of his 
friends said this morning, ‘‘will throw a 
light on his future political life and also give 
the people of Ohio something to talk about.’’ 

The leader of the Protectionist party was to 
have delivered an address beforethe Young 
Men’s Republican Club of Baltimore last 
week, butat the last moment the organiza- 
tion was asked to excuse him for reasons of 
his own and which he will probably ventilate 
to-night. Thetheme upon which he is an- 
nounced to speak is ‘‘An American Tariff for 
the American People,’’ and. his remarks will 
be directed to the speech of ex-President 
Cleveland, delivered at the recent ‘‘Old Ro- 
man’’ banquet at Columbus.

GENTLEMEN: I have received by the hand of Sena- 
tor Hoar, the communication addressed to me by you 
as Officers of the Cambridge Civil Service Association, 
and in rerespectful attention. Your reference to the 
ply beg to say that your suggestion will have my 
recent outbreak among the Sioux as 
affording convincing evidence of the 
necessity of a change in the manner 
of appointing the officials of the Indian Bureau, 
leave me to say that I have mot found, in avery full 
examination of all the facts from all sources, evi- 
dence of any deterioration in the Indian service. On 
the other hand the Board of Indian Commissioners, 
through Merrill W. Gates, their Chairman, have as 
the result of close observation declared to me under 
date of Jan. 10 last, that ‘‘upon the whole, the In- 
dian service is now in better condition than ever 
before.’’ 

The object of their communication was to urge the 
extension of civil service rules to the Indian service, 
but they were carefrl to recognize that the argument 
was not to be found in any special or other incident, 
but in the broader fact thatthe work among the In- 
dians is educational and philanthropic and should, 
therefore, be separated from party politics. I may 
add that before many special appeals had been made 
to me from any source, the subject of including In- 
dian agency clerks and employes in the classified 
service had been under conisderation.

LAURA FITTS ’ DEATH. 


THE MYSTERY SURROUNDING IT WILL 
BE INVESTIGATED TO-MORROW. 


A Mass of Evidence Gathered, and Some 
Startling Testimony Probable—Dash- 
manin Financial Trouble Precipitated 
by His Arrest. 


The preliminary hearing in the case of Mid- 
wife Louise Hotson and George W. Dashman, 
charged jointly with manslaughter in the 
second degree in having performed, or as- 
sisted to perform,a criminal operation on 
Miss Laura Fitts, wii come up before Judge 
Clarkson in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection at 10 o’clock-*to-morrow morning. 
The mystery surrounding the death of the 
poor young lady nagped; the many sad and 
many sensational features of the story ending 
in that death and causing the arrest of Dash- 
man and Mrs. Hotson;theapparently insur- 
mountable difficulties in the way of proving 
Laura Fitts’ whereabouts on the night of 
Wednesday, Jan. 28, and the conflicting evi- 
dence collected in the case so far, have all 
served to excite public interest in the ‘‘Laura 
Fitts mystery’’ to such a degree that itis ex- 
pected that the opening of court 
for the hearing of the case to. 
morrow will witness one of the 
largest crowds ever gathered to hear the pre- 
liminary course of a great criminal case in 
this city. Another reason for public interest 
in the search for Laura Fitts’ murderers lies 
inthe well-defined general belief that their 
detection and convietion has been rendered 
almost impossible by the fatal results ofa 
bungling Coroner’s inquest, and that the 
State enters the struggle undera heavy han- 
dicap imposed by the peculiar official action 
of Coroner’ § Irwin. There was a mo- 
ment in the history of the Laura 
Fitts case when it was so apparent 
that the principals and some of the 
chief witnesses were panic stricken by evi- 
dence gathered and published bearing upon 
the mystery, that a half-hour’s vigorous 
prosecution of the leads opened by the pub- 
lished evidence would almost beyond doubt 
have forced a weakening and a confession. 
That critical moment passed in inaction, 
however, and the one golden opportunity to 
clear up the story of a crime was perhaps ir- 
retrievably lost. 

SOME STARTLING EVIDENCE PROBABLE, 

Whether the case can ever again be brought 
to such a point depends altogether upon the 
handling of the halfahundred witnesses 
summoned to appear at the preliminary hear- 
ing. Several of those witnesses can give 
most significant testimony, and there isa 
belief that since the arrest of Dashman and 
Mrs. Hotson on Saturday last, the police have 
gained other evidence from witnesses 
discovered by the POsT-DISPATCH which will 
be used with surprising and demoralizing 
effect in the court-room. It is more than 
probable that should the hearing proceed 
without postponement to-morrow, there will 
be several surprising moves made which may 
materially assist the State in dispelling the 
mystery surrounding the case at present. 

As to the course of the defense, the counsel 
employed by’ Dashman are reticent in ex- 
pressing themselves. They deny, how- 
ever, that any such line will be adopted, by 
them at least, asthat of arguing that the, 
girl’s death was caused by the operation per- 
formed by the Drs. Brokaw at the family res- 
idence of the Fitts following Laura’s return 
home, 

DASHMAN IN TROUBLE. 

Dashman is said to be complaining that the 
result of the charges against him are causing 
certain creditors and others to press him on 
financial matters with undue severity. He 
states that the mortgage on the furniture and 
fittings of the Elks’ lodge-room, placed on 
record by him yesterday in ent of I, H, 
Davis, was caused by a sudden demand 
for the ment of a personal 
debt of $150, which demand would never 
have been made at thig time save for his ar- 
restinthe Fitts case. His attorneys state 
that they were opposed to the step taken by 
Dashman in the matter, believing that it 
would create & false impression that their 
client was also in damaging financial en- 
tanglements. They helda long consultation 
with Dashman yesterday afternoon, at which 
all final preparation was made for the open- 
ing of the case to-morrow.

ASCORE OR MORE OF MEN AND WOMEN 
: KILLED OR INJURED. 


Details of the Disaster—A Frozen Water 
Pipe the Cause—List of the Dead and 
Injured—Terrific Natural Gas Explosion 
at West Lafayette, Ind.—Panic at a 
Ball. 


QUEBEC, Feb. 12.—About 8 o’clock this 
morning the boiler in the Quebec Worsted 
Co.’s factory at Hare Point exploded, com- 
pletely demolishing the engine-house and 
about half of the factory. A large number of 
hands were buried in the ruins. A number 
were doubtless killed. Styles, the engineer, 
is the only name of those killed as yet Known. 
The work of removing the bodies from the 
debris is now actively going on. 

The works of the Quebec Worsted Co.,where 
this morning’s fatal explosion occurred, are 
situated at Hare Point on the northeastern 
outskirts of the city. They cover a large area 
and employ more hands than apy other 
manufacturing establishment in the city. 
They had been closed down for two weeks, 
while the boilers and machinery were being 
overhauled and re-fitted. Operations were 
to have been resumed this morning, and 
about 300 of the operatives were on 
hand. Owing to some cause, however, 
the machinery was not started and they were 
dismissed. Many of them,however,remained 
about the bullding, a number keeping in the 
vicinity of the engine room, for the sake of 
warmth. 

THE EXPLOSION. 

About 9:45 there was a sudden explosion 
which completely wrecked the engine-house 
and dye-house and damaged a large part of 
the main building. A great crowd gathered 
immediately and the work of rescue 
commenced. The Fire Brigade was 
called out, but fortunately the 
horrors of fire was not added to the calam- 
ity. A battery of artillery was ordered out to 
assist the police in keeping order and con- 
trolling the enormous crowd of 
excited men and women who 
blocked up every avenue of approach. 
In the great confusion prevailing it is impos- 
sible to get a complete list of the killed and 
injured and no such list will 
be obtained until the ruins are 
thoroughly examined. About twenty bodies 
have already been taken from the wreck. 
Among the dead and injured are these:

A good force of doctors and surgeons is on 
hand and the wounded are receiving prompt 
attention. Many persons who left 
their homes this morning to g0 to 
work in the building are reported to be miss- 
ing, but the number is probably much exag- 
gerated, for, as stated, the greater pro- 
portion had left the building before 
the explosion occurred. The cause of the ac- 
cident is not .at present known, but it is 


thought some of the pipes may have been 


frozen while the fires were out and so caused 
a stoppage when steam was got up. 


Terrible Natural Gas Explosion. 


LAFAYETTE, Ind., Feb. 12.—A natural gas 
explosion occurred at the corner of Salisbury 
and Columbia streets, in West Lafayette, at 4 
o’clock this morning. At that hour James 
Jenness arose to see what timeit was, and, 
striking a match, a terrific explosion followed 
and then a secend one, completely wrecking 
the building and severely if not fatally injur- 
ing its occupants. It was a large double 
house, and both sides were completely de- 
molished. The debris caught fire and a large 
dwelling adjoining was also consumed. The 
injured are:

CLAIMED HE WAS AN ATTORNEY. 


How L. D. Alexander Defrauded an Old 
Colored Woman. 


L. D. Alexander was givena preliminary 
hearing in the Court of Criminal Correction 
yesterday afternoon on thecharge of fraud. 
Judge Claiborne heard the evidence and held 
the defendant to the Grand-jury inthe sum 
of $800. In default of bond Alexander was 
committed to jail. 

The case embraced many ludicrous feat- 
ures, and was an apt illustration of the aver- 
age negro’s credulity. Alexander is a middle- 
aged negro, with a very black face and 
receding forehead. The warrant charged 
specifically that he, on the 19th day of 
December, 1890, obtained from Sallie John- 
son the sum of $20 by means and by useofa 
false and fraudulent statement, pretense and 
representation. On the witness stand Sallie 
Johnson, a pleasant-faced old auntie, told 
It seems that more 
thana year ago Mrs. Johnson became pos- 
sessed of the idea that the remarks of one of 
her neighbors were slanderous to sucha de- 
gree thatthe strong arm ofthe law should be 
brought to bearin the case. She communi- 
cated her idea toa friend,and a few days later 
received a call from Alexander. The defend- 
ant introduced himself as a practicing attor- 
ney at the St. Louis bar, and enlarged on his 
extraordinary abilities. He insisted that he 
had won more cases incourt than Gov. Chas. 
P. Johnson, and claimed that he had never 
been beaten in an argument. 
So well did he talk that the 
ignorant old woman gave him her case, he 
promising to bring action against the alleged 
slanderer for $25,000 personal damages. After 
a week he showed her a number of red- sealed 
documents which purported to be court 
records of her action. 

Alexander had obtained his victim’s mark 
to a paper giving him power of attorney. 
Every few days up to a couple of 
months ago he made regular visits 
to her home and obtained from 50 cents to $, 
insisting that he had to pay court costs. His 
principal argument was to the effect that “the 
State Legislature was considering the advisa- 
bility of repealing the law under which her 
action had been brought and he had to have 
money to keep the _ statute on the 
books. Finally Mrs. Johnson learned of the 
swindle and commenced criminal proceedings 
against the swindler. Judge Claiborne an- 
nounced that the fraud was a most apparent 
one. It has since been learned that Alexan- 
der hasat various times made advances of 
the same nature to others of his race, al- 
though no evidences of any other criminal 
practices have as yet come to light. The 
colored attorneys, Messrs. Burgess and 
Farmer, say that their cliients have 
at various times made mention of 
the man insisting that ‘‘Lawyer Alexander 
would take their case for $10’’ in an action 
where $25 or $50 would be the minimum fee re- 
quired bya reputable attorney. Alexander 
claims that Mrs. Johnsonis a ‘‘hoodoo’’ and 
a witch, insisting that she tried to put him 
undera spell and because he resisted she 
brings the prosecution against him. Mrs. 
Johnson lives at 2124 Lucas avenue while Alex- 
ander gives his address as 3318 Washington 
avenue. This morning he furnished proper 
bailand was given his liberty pending the 
action of the Grand-jury.

COL, FORSYTHE RESTORED TO HIS COM- 
MAND BY THE PRESIDENT. 


His Management of the Troops at Woun- 
ded Knee Creek Battle Approved—The 
Silver Pool—Indian OConference—Wash- 
ington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 12.—The President 
and Secretary have sustained Col. Forsythe’s 
management of the Wounded Knee engage- 
ment, contrary tothe advice of Gen, Miles. 
The correspondence will be given out to-day. 

Later in the day the Secretary of War made 
public the result of the department’s inquiry. 
In indorsing the ®ecord of the Court of In- 
quiry Gen. Miles scores Col. Forsythe 
in a merciless manner. He accused Ool. 
Forsythe of neglect of duty, disobedience of 
orders general incompetence and lack of 
judgment and discretion. Gen. Schofield in 
indorsing the report says that the interests of 
the service donot demand the continuance 
of Col. Forsythe’s suspension and states that 
the record of the court shows that care 
was taken by the officers and en- 
listed men of the Seventh Cavalry 
and that in his judgment the conduct of the 
regiment was well worthy of the commenda- 
tion bestowed upon it by him in his first 
telegram after the engagement. 

THE SILVER POOL INVESTIGATION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C,, Feb. 12.—Congressman 
Dorsey took the stand before the Silver Pool 
Committee yesterday and asked permission 
to makea statement. He called attention to 
an interview with Ownby, in which Ownby 
said a Nebraska Oongressman had told him 
there was $2,500 waiting for himif he forgot 
what he knew about him when he went on 
the witness stand. Mr. Dorsey said he was 
sure his colleagues, Messrs. Laws and 
Connell, had mever seen Ownby, and 
as for himself, he had looked 
at Ownby once asa curiosity, and that was 
the only time he recognized him. Mr. Dorsey 
said that if Ownby referred to him he(Ownby) 
was an infamous liarand all that the term 
implied. Mr. Dorsey saidthat he had never 
gone to anyone to have the investigation 
stopped and had never asked Senator Cam- 
eron to have ft stopped. Senator Butler &nd 
Cameron, witness and others were talking 
one day and the Senators joking twitted 
witness o- the silver speculation of members 
of the House. Mr. Dorsey jokingly replied. 
Something was said about the Dockery reso- 
lution and Mr. Dorsey said to the Senators 
that it was the impression that Dockery was 
after a certain Senator who was a candidate 
for re-election. 

J. Rudd of this city and ex-Congressman 
Phil B. Thompson of Kentucky testified that 
Ownby’s reputation was not good. 

L. Zimmerman of Zimmerman & Forshay 
said he had no knowledge of a silver pool, but 
it had been common talk among brokers in 
New York last summer whet the silver legis- 
lation was pending in Congress. He heard it 
talked on the Stock Exchange, and it was 
generally understood that there wasa pool, 
Mr. Zimmerman knew nothing to prove 
Ownby a scamp, so he was not pressed. What 
he might have told concerning the transac- 
tions of members of Congress the committee 
did not seek to hear. Noone has intimated 
that the witness had speculated for Congress- 
men, but it has been intimated that Stephen 
V. White & Co., Henry Clews & Co. and Bate- 
man & Co. did carry silver for Congressmen, 
but nobody connected with these firms has 
been called on to appear. 

This same man, J. A. Ownby, is the one 
who secured for Ben Hall the appointment of 
Patent Commissioner under Cleveland. 
Ownby had influence at that time, and had 
run of the Interior Department. One day he 
went to some Republican Senators and said 
to them that the administration was dis- 
gusted with Sparks, and was going to drop 
him from the offtce of Land Commissioner, 
and if they wanted to present a Western 
Democrat they could get him appointed. 
Senator Allison went to Secretary Lamar and 
made astrong argument in behalfof Hall, 
whom Allison knew well. Before the time 
tor dropping Sparks came a vacancy occurred 
in the Patent Commissionership, and Secre- 
tary Lamar, rememberlng what Senator Alli- 
son had said of Hall, put him in the place. 

THE INDIAN CONFERENCE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 12.—The con- 
ference with the Sioux chiefs was concluded 
yesterday, and it ended with the charge 
made against the military that women and 
children were wilfully shot down. Tommy 
Hawk said that after the Indians had given 
up their arms they were taken to a certain 
spot and killed. He admitted that the Indians 
began the firing and‘continued it for some 
time before the soldiers began. 

American Horse said that the men started 
in one direction the women in another, and 
the women were pursued and shot. One with 
a child was shot and killed almost touching 
the flag of truce, andthe babe, not knowing 
that its mother was dead, continued to nurse 
at the breast. Boys and women were told to 
come out and they would be safe, and when 
they came out they were butchered. 

Rev. Charles 8. Cook, the Episcopal minis- 
ter, a half-breed, said that the Seventh Cav- 
alry went to Wounded Knee to avenge Custer, 
and the spirit of revenge provoked the battle. 
A scout, he said, told him that when the bat- 
tle was ended dn officer, high in rank, rode 
up and said: ‘‘Now we have avenged Custer’s 
death,’’ and the scout said he replied: ‘‘Yes, 
but you had a chance to fight for your lives 
that day.’’ He said in conclusion he was 
sure the Seventh Cavalry did not go there that 
day with the kindest motives, simply to bring 
these poor people back. 

THE SILVER REPUBLICANS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 12.—The silver 
Republicans are trying to secure a caucus to 
agree to a compromise measure, the chief 
feature of which will be the free coinage of 
silver from American mines. The majority 
of the Republicans favor no more silver leg- 
islation and that is the position the President 


openly takes.

railroads east of the Mississippi and seven 
freight traffic representatives of the railroads 
west of the Mississippi: Lines east of the 
river—Wm. Duncan, Oscar G. Murray, M. 
M. Knight, F. A. Wann, H. W. Hibbard, D.F. 
Jennings, F. B. Agiar. -Lines west and 
south—J. 8. Leeds, Geo. E. Lary, Geo. W. 
Cale, J. M. Culp, Howard Elliott, J. 8. Poe, 
L. F. Day. Merchants—W. E. Schweppe, 
Jacob Furth, T.8. McPherson, A. W. Bene- 
dict, K. C, Simmons, J. W. Allen, D. C. Ball 
and M. P. Donahoe.

The report will show, fur- 
ther, that St. Louis is the only place 
in the United States which has to 
pay a bridge arbitrary or an extra rate above 
its mileage. No arbitrary is charged for 
freight which passes ag the St. Louls 
bridge if it comes from the West and is des- 
tined east orifit comes fromthe east and is 
destined West. This arbitrary is only charged 
when the freight eminates from St. Louis or 
stops here. All other cities are free from the 
burden of bridge arbitraries, no matter on 
which side of'a river they are.

SISTER CATHERINE. 


ious Profession. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 12.—Miss Kate Drexel, 
or Sister Catherine, made her final religious 
profession and took the black veil ofthe new 
Roman Catholic order of the Blessed 
Sacrament at 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing in the chapel of Mercy Convent. 
As stated in these dispatches last night, the 
Ceremony wasa very private one, with only 
the church dignitaries, Sisters of Mercy and 
novices of the new order present. Arch- 
bishop Ryan of Philadelphia interrogated and 
received the vows of Sister Catharine, and 
Bishop Phelan celebrated mass. After Sister 
Catherine completed the recital of the 
formula of the vows she _ received 
holy communion and the veil and 
ring of the new order given by Archbishop 
Ryan,of whose diocese Sister Catherine was a 
member. At the conclusion of the ceremony 
a repast of dry bread and black coffee was 
served, of which all partook quite freely. 
Sister Catherine has been on aretreat in the 
convent for the past ten days, preparing for 
the serious steps she took to-day. None of 
the novices who are inthe convent are pre- 
pared yet to take the final vows, and until 
some of them are ready tobecome nuns, 
Sister Catherine will remain where she lis, 
Her principal convent at Andalusa, 
near Philadelphia, will not be ready for some 
time yet. Sheis desirousto more fully ma- 
ture her plans in the place where she has 
gained her first experience in the labor and 
duties ofa nun. It may be six months before 
Miss Drexel issues forth with her little band 
of workers. According to Mother Neri of 
Mercy Convent Sister Catherine, as superior 
of the new order, will remain in control of 
her immense income, which she will in real- 
ity hold in trust for the benefit of the order. 
The garb to be worn differs slightly from the 
Habit adopted by the Sisters of Mercy. 


BROUGHT GOOD PRICES. 


The Sale of the Baker Collection of Wash- 
ington Relics. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 12.—The first day’s 
sale of the Baker collection of Washington’s 
books and other rare and historical relics 
was begun here yesterday. The attendance 
at the sale was rather a small one, about fifty 
people being present, most of whom 
were acting as jagents for collec- 
tors and dealers. The articles sold realized 
fairly good prices. Stephens’ Philadelphia 
directory for 1796, with the name ‘‘Washing- 
ton, George, President of the United States, 
1790, High street,’’ in it, was bought by the 
agent of Estes & Laureal, Boston book pub- 
lishing firm, for $190. The agent of Senator 
Hearst of California and his son secured the 
memoirs of Charles Lee, secondin command 
ofthe American army during the revolution, 
for $80; Washington’s copy of the Federalist, 
two volumes, $1,900, and two exquisite 
Chinese vases that belonged to Wash- 
ton for $475 each. Washington’s 
**Ahiman Rezon,’’ presented to him in 

782 by the Grand Lodge of the Masons of 
Pennsylvania, was purchased by Mr. Aldrich 
of Providence, for $420. The same gentleman 
got the original ‘‘Petition of the Tories of 
New York to Gov. Clinton,’’ for $400. The 
famous Aitkin Bible, the first bible published 
inthis country inthe English language, is- 
sued in two volumes, was bought for a Mr. 
Quincy at $325 a volume. The coffin plate from 
Washington’s coffin went to W. R. Benjamin 
for $80, and Washington’s ledger accounts 
of the Mount Vernon and other farms were 
also bought by Mr. Benjamin for $325. The 
original manuscript, ‘‘Journal of Elias 
Boudoinot of New Jersey During the Revolu- 
tionary War,’’ one of the rarest treasures in 
the collection, was bought by Mr. Aldrich for 
$1,050. The orderly book kept at Washing- 
ton’s headquarters by Maj. Ashley during the 
campaign in New Jersey in 1870, and contain- 
ing an account of the treason of Benedict Ar- 
nold, was also secured by Mr. Aldrich for $75. 
The total amount realized from yesterday’s 
sale was $16,992.35.

Kecently a bill was 
introduced in Congress and the Sen- 
ate at the same time asking authority 
for the Minnesota Boom Co. of Minneapolis, 
Minn., to construct and work a log boom 
fromthe mouth of the Chippewa River to 
Winona. Duringthe season anywhere from 
100,000,000 to 800,000,000 feet of logs 
will be floated in the proposed 
boom. The steamboat men as well as rafts- 
men claim that this would render the Upper 
Mississippi River practically worthless for 
navigation.

The F. M. B.A. Men Make the Repub- 
licans Another Offer. 


INDICATIONS THAT THE BIG THREE 
WILL VOTE FOR PALMER. 


The Senatorial Struggle in Illinois to Be 
Settled To-Morrow-—Republican Mem- 
bers Asked to Vote for Moore—If They 
Refuse the F. M. B. A. Men Will Elect 
Palmer. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Feb. 12.—The joint as- 
sembly of the Legislature reconvened at 38 
a’clock yesterday afternoon, after a recess of 
two hours. The aisles were packed as an 
election was looked for after the break 
of the ‘‘Big Three’’ in voting for Stelle. The 
seventy -eighth ballot was taken and resulted 
as before, Palmer,:101; Lindley, 100, and Stelle, 
8. Senator {Fuller then moved to adjourn as 
Mr. Chott was so sick he could hardly sit up. 
The Big Three voted against the motion with 
the Democrats and another ballot was taken 
with the same result. Senator Fuller again 
made a motion to adjourn and 
Mr. Quinn said he would vote with 
the Republicans out of kindness to his sick 
friend Chott. To prevent a break in their 
ranks the Democrats consented to an ad- 
journment. The Democrats left the hall sat- 
isfled that Moore and ‘Cockrell of the ‘‘Big 
Three’’ would be with them to-day and vote 
for Palmer. Ifthey do Taubeneck will leave 
them. Moore and Cockrell are the rulers 
of the ‘‘Big Three’’ and told the 
Republicans yesterday that they could not 
supportany ofthe 150 names of prominent 
Republicans in the State, presented to them, 
nor the name of Judge Lindley, the head of 
the Illinois Alliance.

David 
Wardwood of Englewood is one of the 
editors of the Western Rural, the agricultural 
paper. Gen. Charles H. Howard isa brother 
of Gen. 0.0. Howard. He lives at Glencoe 
and is editor of the Farm, Field and Stockman. 
Isaac L. Ellwood of DeKalb is a farmer and Is 
well known as a manufacturer of barbed-wire 
fences. Judge J. W. Wilkin isone of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court, and years ago 
Mr. Taubeneck studied law with him. Gen. 
Philip Sidney Post of Galesburgis a member 
of Congress fromthe Tenth District. E. E. 
Chester of Champaign County isa farmer 
and has been a member of the State Board of 
Agriculture for many years. David Ross was 
a member of the last General Assembly, and 
at present is editor of the Trades and Mining 
Gazette of this city. 

AT LOGGERHEADS.

Later in the fore- 
noon, this decision was communicated to the 
Democratic Steering Committee and an 
agreement was reached all around 
that an early: adjournment should 
be taken to-day, but the Senatorial contest 
should be settled to-morrow. It is nowa 
matter of public knowledge that unless the 
Republicans decide to accept an F. M. 
B. A. candidate by to-morrow, 
Messrs. Moore and Cockrell will withdraw 
from the joint assembly and leave the old 
parties to settle the contest for themselves.

the expense of a more prolonged contest, 
will vote for John M. Palmer for United 
States Senator. The Joint Assembly met at 
noon and cast five ballots, making the total 
84, each resulting: Palmer, 101; Lindley, 100; 
Stelle, 3. 

Adjourned till to-morrow.

A special to the Chicago Post from here to- 
day says: It may be accepted as almost a 
certainty that either Gen.Palmer or Dr.Moore 
will be elected United States Senator from the 
State of Illinois, with the chances in favor of 
the Republicans uniting on Dr. Moore. A 
few only are still holding out against him, 
but when they come to realize that if 
they finally reject him Palmer wiil be 
elected, they will probably fall into line. 
1f the Republicans fail to unite on Dr. Moore, 
at least two of the Big Three will go to Pal- 
mer. This isthe general belief here. The 
Democrats are still firm andwill, barring 
sickness or death, plump 101 votes for Pal- 
mer to the end of the balloting.

"THE GASOLINE GRAB. 


STORY OF HOW A SCHEME WAS WORKED, 
BUT NOT SUCCESSFULLY. 


The Ohio Valley Street Lighting Co.s’ Bill 
and Its History—A Rival Company 
Takes a Hand and Defeats a Pretty 
Plan. : 


The Committee on Public Improvements of 
the Council reported two bills at the last two 
meetings. One was ordered filed and the 
other was recommended favorably. This 
proceeding on the face of it looked all right 
enough, but there isa story behind it all. 
Some of the story cannot be told, because it 
deals with matters usually handled by grand- 
juries and criminal courts. This city has 
within its limits some sections which are not 
lighted by either gas or electricity, and for 
which special provisions have to be made 
with gasoline lamps. 

On June 1, 1890, a contract between the city 
andthe Ohio Valley Street Lighting Co. ex- 
pired. Thecontract was a five year one en- 
tered into in 1884. It provided for gasoline 
lamps at the rate of $2.25 per lamp per 
month: When the contract expired there 
were 169 of those lamps. The com- 
pany wrote to the Board of Public 
Improvements saying that the contract had 
expired and that they were willing to carry 
on the work at the same terms until such 
time as a new contract should be made. The 
proposition was accepted by the city and to- 
day the lighting in the southern neighbor 
hoods is being done by thiscompany at the 
old rate. 

Some time ago anordinance was introduced 
into the House of Delegates, which provided 
fora new contract. The ordinance read as 
follows: 

THE OHIO BILL. 

An Ordinance to provide for the lighting of the 
streets, avennes, alleys and parks in the city of St. 
Louis, where not lighted by gas or electricity. 
Whereas, contract No. 1,156 expired June l, 

1890; and, 

Whereas, There are many parts of the city and 
many roads and avenues where light is badly needed 
and where the residents are entitled, by reason of the 
municipal tax they pay for light and police; and, 

Whereas, These facts may be conceded by all, and 
yet the municipal revenue of the city will not war- 
rant acomplete system of lighting in these districts 
at present, however desitable it may be; 

Now, therefore, be it ordained by the Municipal 
Assembly of the city of St. Louis as follows: 

Sec. 1. The Board of Public Improvements is here- 
by authorized and instructed to enter into a contract 
with the Ohio Valley Street Lighting Co..of Cincin- 
nati, O., forthe lighting of streets, avenues, alleys 
and parks in the city of St. Louis, where not lighted 
by gasor electric light, from the approval of this 
ordinance until Jan.1,1900, upon the same terms and 
in strict conformity with the specifications as set 
forth in contract No. 1,156, at a _ price 
not exceeding 2.25 per lamp per 
month, together with further conditions; 
providing, that so soon as contract may be entered 
into by the city and said company upon the terms of 
this ordinance that the Board of Public Improve- 
ments shall have the rightatany time to order the 
company to take upand relocate any of the lamps, 
now being or thatmay hereafter be maintained by said 
company, who shall place them at such places as said 
Board of Public Improvements may desig- 
nate at any time or times during 
the term of contract that may be entered 
into under this ordinance—the city to pay said com- 
pany the sum of $1 for each lamp that may be ordered 
located. Said contract to expressly state that when 
any section shall be ordered lighted by gas or electric 
light where these lamps are being maintained shat 
said Board of Public Improvements shall order their 
relocation as aforesaid, and that when contract may 
be entered into as provided under this ordinance, 
that said Board of Public Improvements 
shall proceed to relocate the lamps that were being 
maintained by said company at the expiration of 
contract No. 1,156. Itshall also be provided that in 
relocating any of these lamps that they shall be so 
located as not to necessitate over four miles of travel 
in order to reach each hundred lamps. 

EVERYTHING FIXED. 

It went along without a ripple until it reached 
the Committee on Public Improvements of the 
House, of which Mr. Grassmuck is chairman. 
At this point in its progress the International 
Oil Works Co. of this city heard of it, and see- 
ing that ‘the representatives of the Ohio Val- 
ley Lighting Co. were all more or less 
associated with the Standard Oil Co., they set 
about to enter into competition for the con- 
tract. Mr. H.C. Grenner went to Mr. Grass- 
muck and said he wanted to introduce a sim- 
ilar ordinance. This was on aFriday. Mr. 
Grassmuck asked him when he could 
have the bill ready and Mr, Gren- 
ner said by Tuesday. Mr. Grassmuck 
promised to hold the Ohio company bill until 
the other came along. The same night the 
Ohio company bill was rushed through, shut- 
ting the International company out com- 
pletely as far as the House was concerned. 

Mr. Grenner then went to Mr. Nelson of the 
Council and explained the situation and Mr. 
Nelson introduced an ordinance for him, stat- 
ing when he did so that it was by request. 

Mr. Grenner’s ordinance was as follows: 

Sec. 1. The Board of Public Improvements is here- 
by authorized in behalf of the city of St. Louis to 
enter into written contract with Henry C. Grenner, 
a resident of said city, forthe erection and mainte- 
nance of one thousand street lamps to be lighted by 
means Of gasoline gas, and to be placed in the public 
parksand places and along the public streets and 
alleys of the city of St. Louis, at such points as 
may hereafter be designated therefor by the 
Street Commissioner of the city of St. Louis, such 
contract to continue until Jan. lofthe year 1900, 
and¢he rate of compensation for such lighting to be 
two dollars and fifteen cents ($2.15) per lamp per 
month, to be paid said Grenner, or assigns, on cer- 
tificate of the Street Commissioner, countersigned by 
the President of the Board of Publie Improvements. 

Sec. 2. The said Grenner shall at his own expense 
furnish suitable posts and lamps of the kind ordinarily 
used therefor, tobe more particularly described in 
such contract, shall keep clean and light the said 
lamps, and keep them burning during the schedule 
time that is now established. Said 1,000 gasoline 
lamps shall be located by the Street Commissioner 
for the city of St. Louis within six months 
from the date of execution of said contract; but the 
same shall not be placed at such distances apart that 
less than 100 thereof shall be located in any territory 
of four (4) miles square. The city shall have the 
right to cause any of the said 1,000 lamps to be re-lo- 
cated, upon paying said contractor the sum of $1 for 
each lamp so re-located. 

The bill was put in not for the purpose of 
securing the contract, but to block the little 
game of the other crowd who were trying to 
get a contract to be developed later without 
havingtoenter into any competition for it. 
They had everything running nicely 


would have got the bill through had not the 
new bill appeared on the scene. 

Chairman Vogel of the Council Committee 
promised Mr. Greener to kill both bills at 
once, but when the night of the meeting 
came Mr. Greener’s Dill was ‘killed 
and the other withheld by Mr. 
Vogel. Thenit was learned that the Chio 
Valley crowd had sent in an amendment ora 
new bill fixing the number of lamps at 
2,000 and tried to have it adopted. Mr. Met- 
calfe of the committee objected and the rest 
of the Council, finding out whatthe scheme 
was, Killed the bill. Had it passedthe Ohio 
Valley Street Lighting Co. would have had a 


worth thousands of dollars to them each 
year. 

Thé city charter covers the point very fully, 
and inintent, at least, provides that these 
contracts shall be let to the lowest bidder 
after due notice has been given that sucha 
contractis tobelet. The city escaped this 
time, but there is notelling when it will be 
caught. The numberof lights needed Is great, 
and at one-third less than the price asked by 
the Ohio Valley Co. the work could be done at 
a profit. 


REAL ESTATE INTERESTS. 


An Important Decision to Agents and 
Owners—Sales of the Day. 


The decision of Judge Withrow in favor of 
Mary H. Humphrey and Mrs. JuliaC. Jant- 
ary against Charles H. Bailey isan important 
one to both realestate owners, agents and 
purchasers. It again determines the fact, as 
provided for by the last Legislature, that 
there is no law to compel an owner to convey 
property which another person may sell 
without the owner’s written consent. The 
absence of such authority is very often detri- 
mental alike to the best interests of the 
owner and his agent, and it frequently hap- 
ens also that the purchaser, after having 
gone toa great deal of trouble to buy, finds at 
the close of the n@gotiations, after earnest 
money has been paid, that the agent with 
whom he has been dealing has no authority 
to act, and that therefore he can not 
bind his principal for anything. 
This was Mr. Bailey’s experience. He bought 
from L. A. Moffett & Co. for $40,000 a piece of 
property on the east side of Sixth street, be- 
tween Olive and ‘Locust, owned by the 
plaintiffs in this case,and paid Mr. Moffett 
$500 earnest money, for which amount are- 
ceipt was duly issued. Later Mr. Balley 
tendered the remaing $39,500 but the ladies re- 
fused to execute a deed to the premises. Mr. 
Balley would not surrender the receipt, 
which was equivalent to a _ contract 
of sale. For that reason the 
$500 receipt became a cloud upon the plain- 
tiffs’ title and they brought suit to have it set 
aside, the court deciding in their favor. 

Many important negotiations fall through 
for the same reason that this onedid. The 
result shows that if an owner concludes to 
sell at a defined price such authority in 
writing should be given the agent in interest, 
as the purchaser having agreed to buy at the 
price stated, and after having paid earnest 
money to bindthe bargain and taken a re- 
ceipton account may, ifso disposed, upon 
discovery that the agent with whom the deal 
is being negotiated has no, written authority 
from the owner to sell, refuse to complete the 
transaction, in which event he would not be 
liable in any amount.

Resolved, That we call special attention to this 
city’s strategic position on the eastside of the Mis- 
sissippi; its eighteen railroads from the East and 
nine from the West; its Belt line that connects all the 
roads and which switches at $1 a car; its location on 
the edge of the great Illinois coal fields, and the fact 
that coal is over $4 car cheaper here than gn the 
west bank of the river; its easy access to 13,975 miles 
of navigable rivers, and the unquestionable declara- 
tion that the ecnter of consumption must be near the 
center of population, which is east of the Mississippi. 

Resolved, That this Board of Trade offers its ser- 
vices to aidin locating new incustries and mercan- 
tile houses, and especially to the wholesaler of St.

MR. ZIEGENHEIN BEGINS PROSECUTIONS 
AGAINST A NUMBER OF THEM. 


The Collector Takes Up Another Delin- 
quent Line To-Day—Grocerymen Who 
Sell Liquor but Pay No License—Clerks 
Who Drew Salaries but Did Not Work. 


Collector Ziegenhein took up another delin- 
quent line of the license department to-day 
and began prosecutions inthe Police Court 
against the following real estate men: Adolph 
R. Schollmeyer, Randall, Holden & Co., 
Thomas G, Watts & Co., Geo. P. Andrews, 
Emil 8. Guignon & Bro., Joseph Hackman, 
Edward 8. Warner, Conrad R. Stinde, 
David Balley, Leon L. Hull, Wm. 
Keane and Patrick] F. Grace, Adam 
Boeck, Mangan J. Collins, Jr., Wm. J. 
Conzelman and Ephram J. Stainus, Joseph C. 
Darst and J. J. Miltenberger, Fred A. 
Smith and Geo. F. Agier, John 8. Percy and 
Alfred Vallat. These gentlemen have not 
paid their licenses, and the proceedings 
against them are to compel the payment. Mr. 
Ungar, who has charge of this department, 
says that some of them have declined to pay 
because others have not, but the Collector 
will prosecute all alike to compel 
them all to pay. The law 
reguires them to pay a license of $100 a year 
annually in advance. Mr. Ungar said, too, 
that the prosecutions were not begun because 
of the references which have been made in 
the public prints to the management of the 
Collector’s office, for they have been under 
consideration for some time. The prosecu- 
tions upon failure to pay are a 
part of the Collector’s duty and it 
willno doubt be a satisfaction to the public 
to know that the courts are appealed to com- 
pelthe payment of licenses when the mer- 
chants refuse. 

A citizen sends to the PostT-DISPATCH a com- 
munication which calls attention to the 
neglect of acertain class of licenses, which 
should be required, but which are not paid. 
The communication is as follows: 

THEY DON’T PAY A LICENSE. 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

Every good citizen no doubt appreciates the efforts 
of the PosT-DISPATCH in bringing to time our negli- 
gent Collector’s office, and in securing for the city 
and State the revenue to which they are entitled. 
There is, however, a point to which no 
attention has been called, , and to which I 
hereby desire to call to your attention. 
In 1887 or 1888 our Legislature passed an act; I 
think the so-called Woods bill, making every mer- 
chant selling beer, wine or liquors in lesser quan- 
tities than five gallons adramshop keeper or rather 
imposing on them the same license as that of a dram- 
shop keeper. Now it is a _ notorious fact 
that there are any amount of retail grycery stores 
within the city which sell beer, wine and liquor in 
bottles, flasks and by the gallon orin any quantity 
less than five gallons, who do not pay the $550 license 
as specified by the act referred to above. I refer to 
grocery stores having no bar attachments. 
In this manner the city loses a great amount of rey- 
enue to which it is entitled, and honest dealers who 
pay their licenses are put to a disedvantage as 
against the unscrupulous dealer who pays no license. 

The communication is signed ‘‘In Vino 
Veritas.’’ The dram-shop license depart- 
ment shows a heavier falling off than any 
otherin the Collector’s office. The Collector 
explains that the brewerles have stopped 
paying the licenses of the saloons which were 
not self-supporting, but the number of saloons 
does not seem to have been decreased though 
there is a falling off of $83,000 in the revenue. 
Various explanations more or less credited 
to those incharge of this department have 
been made, but on the face of it 
there is a remarkable decline which 
should be proved . by statistics 
the number of dramshops in St. Louis. 
The? Post-DIsPATCH has not attacked;.-Col- 
lector Ziegenhein; it has not made any as- 
sault upon his administration of his office, 
but the Collector resents an inquiry into his 
official report, and any comparison with 
former years in such a determined manner 


that the investigation which Mayor Noonan’ 


promises will be watched for with interest. 
DREW SALARIES BUT DID NOT WORK, 

A number of minor matters may come to 
light which will no doubt make Mr. Ziegen- 
hein regret that positions were given to cer- 
tain men who for a time drew salary 
as employes of that office. For instance; 
in the summer of 1890 Mr. T. J. Beauvais 
was on the pay rolland his salary was col- 
lected. Inthe summer of 1870 Mr. Beauvais 
did not work for the Collector, though he 
drew salary. His attention was given prin- 
cipally to horse-racing and during a part of 
the time he was out of the city, but his 
Salary did not cease. ©. H. Tandy, 
the colored politician, was on the rolls 
of the office, employed to distribute notices 
to delinquents that their taxes were due. 
Tandy has too much political work to attend 
to to give his time to sucha duty as that, so 
he drew his pay and let the notices go un- 
distributed. It is due to Mr. § Ziegenhein 
to say that eventually both of 
men were removed fromthe rolls, 
fact that they drew salary when they did no 
work is evidence of bad judgment in the se- 
lection of subordinates which may in part ac- 
count for the remarkable falling off in the 
revenues which Mr. Ziegenhein says is due 
to bad collections.

Details of the Scheme for a Colossal Sys- 
item of Railroads. 


THE BALTIMORE & OHIO SAID TO BE IN. 
TERESTED IN THE ARRANGEMENT. 


The Plan Includes Entrances Into Phila- 
delphia, New-York, Chicago and Pitts- 
burg—How the Traffic Is to Be Dis- 
tributed—A Chazige in Management— 
Railroad News. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 12..A morning paper 
to-day publishes the full particulars 
of Jay Gould’s seheme for a _. colos- 
sal railroad system, reaching from 
ocean to ocean, The paper last week described 
the plan of Mr. Gould and Mr. Huntington to 
unite the Southwestern roads under one 
management, amounting to a consolidation, 
and Mr. Gould’s deal with John H. Inman to 
consolidate the Richmond Terminal, Louls- 
ville & Nashville, and everything of any ac- 
count south ofthe Ohio River with a prob- 
able alliance of these roads with 
the Baltimore & Ohio to gain 
an entrance into New York. The two 
systems east and west of the Mississippi River 
are to work in harmony asa great Southern 
transcontinental route, This was only half 
the story. Mr. Gould’s plan is far more com- 
prehensive, It includes entrance into Phila- 
delphia and New York, besides a combination 
of roads north and south. This is the reason 
why President Roberts of the Pennsylvania 
system was disturbed by Jay Gould’s trip 
South and challenged the Gould-Inman party 
to get the Pennsylvania into a hole. Mr. 
Gould’s combination will be the biggest kind 
ofa competitor tothe Pennsylvania, paral- 
leling it, surrounding ft and crossing 
it again and again. Mr. Gould has 
secured an option on the Baltimore | 
and Ohio. It was done so quietly through 
Mr. Inman thatit may be news toeven the 
Pennsylvania people. The Richmond Terminal 
secureda large interest inthe Baltimore & 
Ohio last June, when F. R. Bacon, represent- 
ing amysterious syndicate, acquired a con- 
trolling interest in the road by pooling with 
the Garrett family. President Charles F. 
Mayer representsthe Garretts and his consent 
must have been oMained before Mr. Gould 
got the option, for the parties in control | 
agreed to stand together for a period of three 
years. Mr. Bacon bought about 47,000 shares 
of Baltimore & Ohio stock last June forthe 
syndicate back of him and the Garrett family 
owns 48,000, making 95,000shares inthe pool. It 
is said that these shares have been deposited 
witha trust company and that certificates 
have, been exchanged for them. Probably 
the original syndicate has not changed since 
last June. Itthen included Messrs. Inman, 
Thomas and Brice of the Richmond Terminal, 
Andrew Carnegie and H. W. Oliver of the 
Pittsburg & Western, various persons inter- 
ested in Readingand some in Northern Pa- 
cific. All but the last of these are in line with 
Mr. Gould’s consolidation scheme. Messrs. 
Brice and Thomas are acting as the lieuten- 
ants of Mr. Gould and Mr. Inman Mm perfect- 
ing the establishment ofastrong ailiance of 
roads north of the Ohlo’River, which will 
round out the Souchern Transcontinental sys- 
, Imost.of the.other trunk line 
systems seem sniall in comparison, 

QUIET WORK. 

This work Messrs. Brice and Thomas have 
done thus far without exciting the least sus- 
picion of Mr. Gould’s purpose. The B. &0O. 
has been credited. with much enterprise in 
bullding the extensions in Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania, but no one suspected that Mr. Gould 
might be back of it all, and was figuring to 
make a first-class road between New York 
and Chicago, which would hold its own 
against the Pennsylvania and the New York 
Central. Yesterday the public got an ink- 
ling of the truth, when it was said that Mr. 
Brice was likely to acquire the Monon Route, 
either for his own road, the Lake Erie & West- 
ern, or ior Mr, Inman’s, the Richmond Ter- 
minal System, It does not matter 
much which of these companies 
get the non, both Mr. Inman 
and Mr. Bric ing in harmony with Mr. 
Gould, Mr. Inman has said repeatedly that 
the Richmond Jerminal dia not care to go 
North of the Ofifo River, so the Lake Erte & 
Western may get the Monon. However, an 
officer in the Richmond Terminal system ad- 
mitted that the road in question might be 
taken intothe family. Anybody was welcome 
to the Louisville, New Albany & Chicago, he 
said, who would guarantee the fixed charges. 
Mr. Bray was anxious to sell. The Monon 
will furnish a good supplement to the Lake 
Erie & Western, giving the latter an entrance 
into Chicago and taking it into Cincinnati and 
Louisville, Atthesame time it would give 
the Richmond Terminal andthe Louisville & 
Nashville a direct line to Chicago. Mr. 
Gould’s plan would not be complete without 
it, for there would be no other feasible route 
running North and South which could 
compete with such a road, for 
instance, as the Illinois Central brings into 
Chicago Western business. The acquisition 
of the Pittsburg & Western bythe B. £&0O., 
which was announced last week, puts the 
latter onan equality with the Pennsylvania 
road in Western Pennsylvania, besides short- 
ening the B. & O. route to Chicage. It is not 
certain yet whether Mr. Gould’s plan is for 
the Baltimore & Ohioto acquire the Western 
New York & Pennsylvania, or to effect an ar- 
rangement with it. The deals north of the 
Ohio River will make the Gould-Inman post- 
tion impregnable in competing with the 
Pennsylvania and the New York Central. 
Without this arrangement the Pennsylvania 
would have an opportunity to pinch the 
Southern roads at the Ohio River on the 
north and south-bound business. Messrs. 
Gould and Inman were shrewd enough to see 
this and to forestall the Pennsylvania bya 
strong combination north of the river, 

DISTRIBUTION OF TRAFFIC. 

If Mr. Gould takes the Baltimore & Ohio, he 
will undoubtedly make a strong line of it, 
sending over it all the business he can, The 
Missouri Pacific will turn the bulk of its 
freight southwest to the Richmond Terminal, 
and the latter will swell the volume of busi- 
ness that will p@ur east into Philadelphia and 
New York, andthe great influx will enable 
the Baltimore & Ohio to put its roadway into 
perfect chape, Wilithe Richmond Terminal 
desert the Pennsylvania entirely for the Bal- 
timore & Ohio, isa question asked by those 
who are watching the matter, Probably not, 
for the business which the Pennsylvania now 
turnsto the Richmond Terminal system is 
immense and even if Mr. Gould buys the 
Baltimore & Ohio he will not want 
to injure his interests in Richmond Terminal. 
The Pennsylvania gets the lion’s share from 
both the Piedmont Air Line and the Atlantic 
Coast Line. The Baltimore & Ohio gets little 
or nothing. It is said that Mr. Gould will 
attempt to put the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
on an equal footing with the Pennsylvania. 
This would be as shrewd @ move as the policy 
of the New York, New Albany & Hartford in 
treating all its Boston connections alike. Mr, 
Gould aspires to have all the business the 
Richmond Terminal now gets from the Penn- 
sylvania, But if the Pennsylvania should 
find a way to establish an opposition line 
there would be a disastrous competition.

Bl Fees to Be Turned Over to the State 

; . Treasurer—Wighting the Baare Bill—Ad- 
verse Report on the Bills Reducing 
Railroad Fares—Missouri Legislative 
Notes. . 


JEFFERSON CiTr, Mo., Feb. 12.—The House 
Committee on Retrenchment and Reform, 
through Chairman Abe Davis of St. Joseph, 
this morning reported favorably on Repre- 
‘gentative Tom Martin’s coal ofl inspection 
bill. The bill fixes the salaries of the four 
coal oll inspectors in the State as fol- 
lows: St. Louis, $3,000 perannum; Kansas City 
and Sst. Joseph $2,500 each, and Hannibal 
$1,500. It goes further and requires each of 
the inspectors to account for all fees collected 


for inspections and turn the same over at 
regular intervals to the State Treasurer, The 
Dill is aimed to put a stop to the coal-oll grab 
in St. Louis, where the inspector receives all 
the way from $17,000 to $20,000 per annum in 
fees for doing comparatively nothing. 

THE BAARE BILL. 

Abig delegation is here to-day from the 
St. Louis School Board to fight the Baare 
bill, which provided for the repeal of the 
Drabelle law and the substitution of the old 
order of electing a school director from each 
’ of the twenty-eight wards in thecity. The 
delegation is also opposing any text book 
legislation, so faras 8t. Louis is concerned, 
on the ground that conditions cannot be im- 
proved there by State legislation. 

FOGEL’S DRAMSHOP BILL. 

There was a lively discussion this morning 
on Fogel’s dramshop bill, which seeks to 
place the clubs throughout the State that sell 
intoxicants on the same scale as dramshops so 
far as the license is concerned.

: RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 

When the present session began there wasa 
big flourish of trumpets by the advocates of 
railroad reforms, who predicted that the rail- 
roads and express companies would be made 
to feel the weight of the Thirty-sixth General 
Assembly. As the farmers control the House, 
it was of course expected that the work of 
regulation would come from that quarter. 
There was a rush of bills the first few 
days and the Committee on Railroads and In- 
ternal Improvements has since been holding 
frequent sessions to hear arguments for and 
against their passage.

One owas the act to i limit 
passenger rates on trunk lines to 2 centsa 
mile and 8 cents on branch lines, and the 
otherto 2% and 3% cents respectively on 
trunk and branch roads. The advocates of 
the bill and the railroad attorneys were given 
another hearing and a majority of the com- 
mittee then voted to report both measures 
adversely. Ww. H. Phelps of § the 
Missouri Pacific, and Ed Kenna of the Frisco, 
wearing the most solemn of faces, insisted 
thatthe railroad, would be forced to bank- 
ruptcy ifthe present rate of 8 centson trunk 
and 4centson branch roads, was changed. 
The committee was evidently moved by their 
eloguent appeals forthe railroads, as it sat 
down on both measures, Fourofthe mem- 
bers, however, were disposed to 
Delieve that the cent rate 
would not work any hardship 
to the roads and gave notice inthe executive 
gession which followed the general hearing 
that they would sign a minority report favor- 
ing the bill. 

There is much interest centered in the out- 
come of the bills affecting the passenger and 
freight rates, and for this reason the action 
taken on these measures will be closely ob- 
served. Some of the ultra anti-railroad 
members have been indulging in much sen- 

sure aimed at the Railroad Committee for its 
delay and somé have charged that a majority 
of its members are disposed to deal too 
leniently with such corporations. 

The Railroad and Internal Improvements 
Committee, as was expected, presented a 
report against the bills reducing the passen- 
ger rates on steam railroads from 3c to 2c and 
2c per mile.

THE TRUST LAW. 

The bill toamend the trust company law 
was up in the Senate as a special order 
yesterday and was laid over informally for 
thereturn of Senator Nat Shelton, who pre- 
sented it tothe Assembly. This billis an ap- 
plication bythe Trust Companies to make 
more definite and certain the present law 
and to enable them to command public 
confidence by depositing $200,000 with jthe 
State Superintendet of Insurance and provid- 
ing for regulation of them by that depart- 
ment. The trust companies say that the 
principal of allowing corporations to become 
sole ‘surety on officialand court bonds has 
been recognized by the lawsof this State 
since 1885. But as the administration law re- 
quires two sureties on such bonds and as the 
Probate Courts are courts of limited jurisdic- 
tion the Probate Judges have, to allow both 
laws to be enforced, followed the practice of 
having the trust and surety companies sign 
such bonds as one of the two 
sureties required. The practice now Is for the 
Trust companies to have one of their directors 
sign as the second surety. In this bill these 
companies ask tobe allowed to act as sole 
surety upon their depositing $200,000 with the 
Superintendent of the Insurance Department 
and having the Insurance Superintendent 
regularly inspect them and satisfy himself as 
to their solvency. They offer this as a substi- 
tute forthe second surety. Judge Woerner 
has written to Senator McGinnes a letter 
strongly indorsing the bill. Claims arising 
out of this suretyship and other judiciary bus- 
iness of the Companies isto have prior claim 
on the $200,000 over any general debts of the 
company. 

REAPPORTIONMENT. 

Senator Sam. C. Major has examined the 
statutes bearing onthe all important subject 
here at present of re-districting the State, 
and declares that unless the present Assem- 
bly fixes the Congressional Districts the Gov- 
ernor will have to do it himself.

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ENFORCE THE LAWS. 


The Order of the Arkansas Legislature 
in the Woodruff Case, 


PROBABILITY OF THE EX-STATE TREAS- 
URER’S ARREST BEFORE NIGHT. 


Report of the Joint Investigation Commit- 
tee in thé House and Senate—Facts and 
Figures Regarding the Shortage—Im- 
portant Resolution in the Kansas Legis- 
lature. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Feb. 12.—‘‘There is no 
truth whatever,’’ said William R. Griffith, 
who was ex-Treasurer Woodruff’s bookkeeper 
during his ten years in office, to the POST- 
DISPATCH correspondent this morning, ‘‘in 
the statement telegraphed the St. Louis 
morning dailies that the investigating 
committee had discovered a_ short- 
age in Maj. Woodruff’s accounts, occur- 
ring during his first term in office. It is true 
such a report was circulated about the State- 
house, but the factcan be easily and satis- 
factorily explained and in very few words. 
In 1881 the State Treasurer invested $15,000 of 
Statescrip belonging tothe permanent school 
fund for a like amount of 6 per cent interest- 
bearing Loughborough bonds. Maj. Wood- 
ruff has exhibited tothe Investigating Com- 
mittee the certificate of the Burning Board, 
showing that the scrip was destroyed as au- 
thorized by law. Atransaction of this char- 
acter, in which $15,000 worth of non-interest- 
bearing scrip is exchanged for a similar 
amount of non-interest-bearing bonds, would 
hardly create a shortage in the treasurer’s 
accounts.’’ 

The Loughborough bonds here alluded to 
were issued in 1874 to raise funds to pay the 
expenses of the State government. The bonds 
were of the denomination of $1,000 and there 
were $2,500,0000f them issued. A number to 
the amount of $2,001 ,000, leaving 
a balance in blank in the 
Treasury of $499 ,000. From the 
permanent school fund $440,000 was borrowed 
and this amount of Loughborough bonds, 
bearing 6 per cent interest, was placed in the 
treasury as security. Since 1874 about $200,000 
of this latter amount has been redeemed and 
about $250,000 held by outside parties has been 
redeemed and canceled. In 1875 the State 
Board, by mistake, destroyed $282 ,000 
in scrip belonging to the school fund. In 
order to straighten out this account, the 
Ways and Means Committee of the House in- 
troduced a bill yesterday authorizing the 
Governor to sign a sufficient number 
of Loughborough bonds now remain- 
ing in the Treasury in blank tocover this 
amount with interest at 6 percent to date, 
the bonds to draw 6 percent interest, pay- 
able semi-annually, and to constitute a per- 
manent school fund, the principal to always 
remain unpaid. The books of the Auditor 
and Treasurer reveal many en- 
tanglements of this character, and, 
until they are straightened out, 
the exact condition of the State Treasury can 
never be known. The proposition made to 
the House by the Ways and Means Committee 
has the indorsement of the Governor and the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
The irregularities in the accounts kept by the 
Auditor and Treasurer, caused by the compli- 
cated condition vf the various bonds and scrips 
led Mr. Jones of Pulaski to introduce a reso- 
lution calling upon the Auditor to explain, if 
from his books, the amount of money received 
and disbursed by Treasurer Woodruff during 
his ten years in office could be ascertained. 
Nearly every member of the Legislature has a 
proposition which he thinks is the best to 
blaze the shortest road that will reach the 
shortage in the treasury, and this is one of 
them. 

CRIMINAL PROCEEDINGS. 

Senator Russ introduced a resolution in the 
Senate this morning instructing the Attorney 
General to institute criminal proceedings 
against ex-Treasurer Woodruff. The resolu- 
tion was introduced under suspension of the 
rules. On motion of Senator Miller, after a 
short debate, Miller acting for Russ 
withdrew the resolution, as it would 
have been defeated, the Democrats 
of the Senate having helda caucus last night 
at which they agreed to vote against the res- 
olution. This course was decided upon on 
account of the action of the 
joint committee investigating Woodruff’s 
books, the committee deciding last night 
to recommend tothe Legislature the imme- 
diate arrest of the ex-Treasurer. At 11:30 
o’clock Senator Morton, Chairman of the 
Joint Committee, on the part of the Senate 
made a report explaining the manner in 
which the investigation has been progress- 
ingand revealing a shortage of $63,540.57, 
The report of the committee concludes as fol- 
lows: 

In view of their finding the committee reconmend 
and urge that the proper officers ofthe State Gov- 
ernment take such steps as may be necessary to vin- 
dicate the criminal laws of the State. 

The same report was madein the House by 
Mr. Walker, chairman of the committee, on 
the part of the House. Both reports were 
adopted andthe recommendation indorsed 
Members of the committee say that Woodruff 
will probably be arrested before night. 

KANSAS GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 12.—A resolution was 
introduced in the House yesterday to inves- 
tigate C. A. Henrie, recently appointed to a 
position in the Labor Bureau, the object be 
ing to ascertain if heis Anarchist and an ex 
Union soldier. He will be ousted ifhe is not 
a war veteranandifhe is an Anarchist. A 
committee was appointed to investigate the 
charges of corruption in connection with the 
erection of the State Capitol. The Railroad 
Committee Nas prepared a railroad bill pro- 
viding for a 2% cent passenger rate. The 
Judiciary Committee has recommended the 
passage of the bill allowing women over 21 
years old to vote for congressmen and presi- 
dential electors. 

In the House this morning Speaker Elder 
read an editorial from the St. Louis Post- 
DISPATCH intimating that the Alllance mem- 
bers of the Legislature were repudiators, and 
then. introduced the following resolution 
which was adopted: 

Resolved, By the House of Representatives, in 
order to disabuse the minds of those who are holding 
the credits of our people, that we are unalterably op- 
posed to any and all legislation that tends to the re- 
pudiation of just debts, and that we favor only such 
legislation as will make it ‘possible for the debtor to 
meet his obligations. 

TEXAS GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Feb. 12.—In the Senate yes- 
terday bills were introduced establishing an 
industrial school of intermediate grade, to 
prohibit foreign companies from doing busi- 
ness in the State unless incorported in the 
State, providing for better protection of life 
from coal oil explosions and authorizing rall- 
way conductors to eject passengers from 
their trains under certain circumstances.

One little dollar so invested brings a return 
in theater tickets and such like acknowledg- 
ments that almost equals drawing a prize in 
alottery. It’s a dead sure winner. Third 
comes the school-boy, who is broke up on the 
little girl that lives across the street from his 
house. Thekid blushesas heforks out his 
dime, but he thinks proudly of that Httle 
girl’s wondering delight when she receives 
his precious offering. Then there’s the little 
girl herself, who may be wrapped up in some 
other boy.

These are delicate 
little tablets bound together, each tablet 
having an appropriate water-color sketch, 
with aline ortwo of sentimental verse ac- 
companying. They are manufactured for the 
American trade by Ernest Nister,Nuremburg, 
Bavaria, and make the daintiest kind ofa 
new-fashioned valentine.

Stokes & Co. have gotten outtwo ‘‘valentine 
sets’’ which they call the ‘‘Four Little 
Fairies’’ and the ‘‘Four Little Women.’’

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AN INTERESTING CRITICISM OF M’DON- 
ALD’S ACTION IN OBTAINING IT. 


Was the Defendant’s Attorney Right From 

a Legal Stand point?—His Position Mor- 

ally -an Invincible One-—Where CGon- 
structive Possession Ceases. 


While waiting for the case against Vail to 
be called in court on Monday morning next 
the discussion which has arisen over the con- 
duct of Vail’s attorney in taking possession 
of the overcoat by means known only to him- 
self will probably continue. Certainly it has 
aroused deep tnterest and an evidence of it is 
the fact that a lawyer to-day sends a commu- 
nication to the Post-DiIsPaTCH on the subject. 
It is seldom that attorneys ‘‘go into print’’ 
when they are not directly interested in a 
case, and this gentleman’s action is proof of 
the deep interest the community feels in 
every movement that is made in that strange 
case, The gentleman who writes the argument 
appended does not, for obvious reasons, wish 
his name given. His letter is interest- 
ing, for he takes a peculiar stand. 

WAS IT LEGAL? 

While justifying Mr. McDonald’s act on 
moral grounds, he declares there is no shadow 
oflegality. He says that until Mr. McDonald 
attempted to justifiy his act by references to 
legal authorities, ‘‘Mr. McDonald’s position 
was invincible in the.eyes of the people and 
unimpeachable from a moral standpoint. 
The boldness of his conduct stood out in such 
prominent relief, as contrasted with the 
pusillanimous methods of the prosecution, 
and the mala fides of the State’s officers, as to 
elicit from the public spontaneous demon- 
strations of admiration and approval. It is 
in the very boldness and novelty of his posi- 
tion that his strength lies. Novelty wanes 
with the public like a new toy in the hands of 
a child; constant familiarity with the toy les- 
sens its appreciation, so discussion wears the 
edge of novelty. 

**‘Mr. McDonald stood strong and firm, con- 
sidered from a moral point of view, as one 
justified in what he had done in the interest 
of his client and the duty he owed him, but 
the moment he steps down from the moral 
platform upon which he stands and seeks to 
justify his conduct upon legal and profes- 
sional grounds he loses the sympathy of the 
public and the prestige dependent thereon. 
Morally, his ‘conduct needs no justification 
and he never should have condescended to 
defend it; legally, it is without justification 
and that should never have been attempted. 

‘*Mr. Sullivan’s argumentis that the pos- 
session of the overcoat was always in Vail, 
and at no time had it departed from him, and 
he seeks to make a distinction between actual 
possession and custody. The only possible 
theory upon which the possession of the coat 
can be said to be and remain in Vail, is upon 
the doctrine of relation. That isto say, that 
the possession of the Circuit Attorney related 
back to Vail, through the different mediums 
by which it was transmitted to that officer. 
For instance, to make the doctrine clear 
to the ordinary reader, Clover’s possession 
would be that of Mudd’s; Mudd’s possession 
would be that of McDonald’s, and McDon- 
ald’s would be that of Vail’s. There is prob- 
ably no reason to doubt that this doctrine 
would apply if Clover were the agent of 
Mudd, Mudd the agent of McDonald, and 
McDonald the agent of Vail, forit is a prin- 
ciple of law that the possession of the agent 
is the possession of the principal. But 
unfortunately for Mr. Sullivan’s theory 
the relationship of principal and agent 
does not exist between Mr. McDonald apd 
Mr. Mudd. If it existed between Vail and 
McDonald on the one hand and Mudd and 
Clover on the other, its continuity was 
broken between McDonald and Mudd. What 
a preposterous idea it would be to make the 
prosecuting attorney the agent for the de- 
fendant under any circumstances or for any 
purposes whatsoever. The idea of principal 
and agent is one ofcommunity of interest, 
while the positions of a prosecutor and de- 
fendant are directly antagonistic to each 
other for all practical purposes. 

WHERE CONSTRUCTIVE POSSESSION CEASES, 

**But even if Mr. Clover could be considered 
as the agent of Vail by the application of the 
doctrine of relation, S50 that his possession as 
agent (or bailor) could be construed as that 
of Vail as principal, still Mr. Sullivan’s posi- 
tion would be wrongand untenable, for the 
reason that the actual possession of the 
agent is constructive possession of his prin- 
cipal only so longas theagent does not act 
in relation tothe subject matter, inconsist- 
ent with his possession as such agent; 
the moment he performs any act inconsistent 
with the rights of his principal the construc- 
tive possession of the principal ceases, and 
the actual possession of the agent becomes 
adverse,and under the circumstances may 
be wrongful. This latter feature, however, 
will not justify the principal in acts of vio- 
lence to regain his possession, as 
there are well known legal methods 
by which that. object may be ef- 
fected. Actual possession must always 
accompany actual custody ,and what Mr.Sulll- 
van probably meant tosay was,that Vail hav- 
ing been deprived of the actual possession of 
hiscoat, the right to its possession was still in 
him and of this proposition there can be no 
controversy. 

‘*In his illustration of the purchase of the 
theater ticket, to make that case analogous 
to Vail’s case, he should in all fairness have 
gone a step further, and instead 
of saying ‘Now suppose he puts 
the dollar in his pocket and 
half an hour later you see him lay it down on 
the counter, etc.,’ he should have said, 
‘And half an hour later you see him lock the 
dollar in his safe, you would be justified in 
breaking open the safeto regain possession 
of the money.’ Had he made such a 
statement he would have been hoo- 
dooed (7) by every«member of the legal 
fraternity, yet the locking of the 
coatinthe wardrobe of the Circuit Attorney 
was the same character ofan act as would 
have been the locking of the dollar in a safe, 
and if the attorney for the defense would be 
legally justified in breaking open the ward- 
robe so would the hypothetical personage 
have been in breaking open the safe. I 
will admit that should you see a 

rson ‘place the money on the counter’ you 
hai ight be legally justified in taking it, provid- 


ed you resorted to no violence in doing 80,and | 


so would Mr. McDonald have been entitled to 
take possession of the coat had any one open- 
ly displayed itin sucha manner as to release 
his possession of it. No man has a right to 
take tire law in his own hands, except under 
extraordinary circumstances.’’
